Freneh. It was understood, however, that

with the blockading operations, 

Tt did not appear that avy British vessols 
had been seized by the French, The in- 
formation ag hand showed that two or 
three Britiah vessels had been stopped 
under a misapprehension 

Prime Minister Gladstone, replying to a 
question asked by Mr, John Lloyd Whar- 
ton, Conservative, which question was 
prompted by the hand to eda conflict tbat 
occurred in the House last Thorsday night, 
sail that, doubtless, it would be for tho 
general convenience of the House and in 
the Intereat of good order it an arrangement 
should be arrived at by means of which the 
supporters of the Government and the mern- 
bera of the Opposition might sit on opposite 
sides of the House, 

Mr, Gladstone added that he had ho 
power in the mattor. 

Mr, William Hunter, Liberal, then asked 
if Mr. Gladstone had taken into considera- 
tion the injury done to the honor and dig- 
nity of the House, and if the assaults com- 
mitted by members on Thursday evening 
were to be allowed to pass without punish- 
ment being inflicted upon the offenders. 

He also inquired what action would be 
taken if he moved the appointment of a 
committee to inquire into and report on the 
matter, 

Mr, Gladstone replied that he would pro- 
bably answer these queationa to-morrow. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere referred to astate- 
ment made in The Pall Mall Gazette by 
W. Fisher, Conservative, with reference 
to his assault upon Mr, Jobn William 
Logan, Liberal member for South Leices- 
turshire. Ho, suggested that Mr. Logan be 
permitted to reply to Mr. Fisher's state- 
ment. 

Speuker Peel said he thought it would 
conduce to a peaceful solution of the mat- 
ter if both Mr, Fisher and Mr. Logan ad- 
dreased the Honse, 

Mr, Fisher, amid cries of ‘Logan,” 
*‘Logap,” arose and expressed deep regrot 
for the part he had taken in tho affray. 

Mr. Logan then emphatically denied that 
liv had intended to assault anyone, and aaid 
that ho deeply regretted that he had been 
concerned in the affair. 

Mr. Gladstone said that the explanations 
wero satisfactory to him and he hoped the 
matter would be allowed to drop, 

The Rt, Hon, A. J. Balfour and Mr. 
Justin McCarthy also expressed themselves 
us satisfied. Mr,McCarthy, however, pro- 
tested against the idea that the row was due 
to the Irish members.

Lonpox, Aug. 1.—Tho fight in the 
House of Commons has been a subject be- 
side which all questions of national and in- 
terpational policy havé appeared trivial to 
the unofficial political world of London. 
The partisan newspapers print columns to 
prove that the other party did it, and accu- 
sations, little leas bitter than those heard 
in the House, are being exchanged ,on edi- 
torial pages. 

The Speaker is one of the few publica- 
tions voicing the best sense of the country. 
After denouncing, without partisan bias 
the Parliamentary disturbers, it demands 
thatthe House “vindicate its honor by 
purging itself of the traitorous criminals 
who struck the first blows.” 

This demand is exceedingly difficult of 
fulfilment. The fight was so general and 
in many quarters so spontaneous that in 
most cases it was almost impossible toname 
the aggressors, 

Many more members than usual went out 
Friday to take tea on the Thames embank- 
ment that they might free themselves from 
recollections of the preceding night. They 
did not get the expected relief. The pas- 
sepgers on the river excursion boats pes- 
tered them with taunts and derisive cheers 
and advised them to make Prize Fighter 
‘Jem’ Smith Chairman of the House. It 
required only about an hour for this banter 
to clear the terrace, 

Keen sympathy is felt for Mr. Gladstone, 
He did not have his glasses during the 
fight and was not aware, therefore, of 
bine-tenths of what was happening.

Before doing anything, however, the 
husband of Mrs. Sightler was sent for, 
Thomson's clothing was removed, and with 
a buggy trace split at the end he was 
beaten until his back was a mass of blood 
The blows were administered by Sightler, 
who continued the work until he became 
exhausted. Tho the trace was applied by 
arelative. Thompson moaned piteously 
and writhed awtully. At one time ne 
struggled so hard that he freed himself, but 
he was quickly overpowered. He did not 
beg for meroy, but stood the punishment 
like an Indian. 

Several of the mob kicked him on the 
head and face with their heavy boots, 
knocking his teeth out and stamping him 
until he was almost insensible. He was 
then hanged and his body riddled with 
bullets. The posse which went in search 
of Preston located him at 11 o'clock in 
& negro’s hut, seven miles from Gaston, 
and captured him without trouble, He 
was taken to the acene of the early morn- 
ing tragedy, where all the horrors of the 
Thompson lynching were re-enacted. 

At nine o'clock last night the mob at 
Lexington Court House had swelledto 1000 
men, and an attack upon tho jail, where 
Kaigler was confined, was made, The 
sheriff did not offer serious resistance, and 
the fiend soon paid the penalty of his crime,

da, and have, by their newspapers, been 
educated up to the bellef that all Canadians 
favor annexation, and aro only prevented 
from openly declaring thelr dealre through 
fear of Great Britain. So long as Oanada 
occupies such a posaltion In the estimation 
of the people of the United States, {b Is 
scarcely possible to expect that they wilil 
consent to thelr Government extending to 
us any broad and liberal trade concessions. 

The display Oanada has made nt this Ex- 
position it dolng more to educate tho 
American public about Oanada and her 
commercial value than any other scheme 
that can possibly be devised. One has only 
to keep his ears and eyes open here to no- 
tloe the marked change In the way In which 
Oauada Is spoken of by Americans who visit 
the fair and examine the Canadian courts. 
They come expecting to see a fine aggrega- 
tlon of fars, a crude exhibit of agricultural 
products, and a few primitive specimens of 
manufactured goods. They go away mar- 
velling at what they have seen and aston- 
ished that they never bsfore heard that 
Canada could produce such a variety of na- 
tural products and manufactured artioles. 
They expected to see the produce of a 
seml- barbarous country, too far north to 
produce anything but a few lines of the 
coarser grains, and find the exhibits of the 
most favored grain growlog westero states 
contain neither the varlety nor the quality 
of Oanada’s display.

Mase that oreated for hor in Egypt by the 
canal,

When the Old Dominion Line steamer 
Guyendotte, from Norfolk, Va, arrived at 
her dock in Néw York on June 30 Captain 
Walker reported the mysterious disappear- 
ance of & pnasenger A half-distracted 
woman paced the deck, and between her 
soba said the missing man was hee father, 
Cicero Harriton of Jackson, Mioh., and 
that she was his widowed daughter, Mre 
Mary Oliyer.. Nextday ‘‘Mrs. Oliver” her; 
solf disappeared, 

The missing passenger was Oicero | Harri- 
on Case of Norfolk, Va., formerly of Hal- 
ton County, Canada, aud it was suspected 
that the woman who masqueraded as his 
daughter could give more information as to 
his drowning than the police could find 
out, 

‘Mra, Oliver,” it is alleged, has bees 
located by a New York World reporter as 
Mrs. Elizabeth Beaton, wife of Muloolm 
Beaton, a storekeeper at Burlington. 

Mra. Elizabeth Beaton's connection with 
Cicero” Harrison Case forma an interesting 
story, covering a period of five or six yoara, 
when she and hor family ocoupied a house 
on the farm of old man Caso, who thon 
lived in Burlington. 

The old man, accompanied by his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Catharine Wallace,and his grand- 
daughter, left Burlington for the Bunny 
South, where he thought he had extensive 
interests in a gold mine, on Oct. 8 last. 
They went to Norfolk, Va., and settled in 
Brambleton Ward, a suburb of that city. 

Before they bad been in Norfolk many 
days a strange woman appeared in that 
city and stopped at tho boarding-house of 
Mrs, William Sinith in East Muin-street, 
Tho next day she located Caso, but instead 
of calling on him) sent a note appointing a 
time and place for an interview. Tho old 
man called to see her, and the following 
day the two left the cily together for a trip 
to North Carolina. 

After an absence of two weeks the 
man returned alone. He was greatly 
excited, and was for several days thero- 
after very sick, While this then un- 
known woman was in Norfolk (where she 
was known as “Mrs. Thompson of Michi- 
gan,”) Mrs. Elizabeth Beaton was absent 
from Burlington ‘on a visit,” a8 she told 
her neighbors, ‘to her.son at Marquette, 
Mich,” 

Mrs, Beaton’s next absence from Bur- 
lington was about the middle of January 
last, when she went “‘to visit har brother” 
at Bay City, Mich,, taking her baby with 
her, ‘*Mrs, Thompson of Michigan” again 
visited Norfolk on Jan. 20, and communi- 
cated with the old man _ through 
one Charles Oulpepper, & young 
grocery clerk, At that time she 
had with her a baby, which she told 
Mrs, Smith was 15 montis old. On this visit 
“Mrs. Thompson” spent somo time in the 
neighborhood of Norfolk, not leaving until 
Tuesday, February 14, the day before Ash 
Wedneaday, when she went to Claremont, 
Va., a town on the historic James River, 
accompanied by Cicero Harrison Caso. 
They stopped at the house of a Mrs. Errick- 
son, under the name of ‘‘Mr, and Mrs. 
Thompson.” The baby was with them 
during all this time. 

Between the 20th and28th of February 
Mra. Beaton returned to Burlington, bring- 
ing with her the dead body of her infant, 
which she claimed had died in Michigan. 

Mrs. Beaton’s next disapp.arance from 
Burlington was on June 26 Jast, when she 
seid that she was going to Toronto to visit 
relatives. She remained away until July 4, 
when she returned with a ney red leather 
trunk, and was fitted out, as one of hor 
neighbors said, “‘in fine style.” 

Mrs. Beaton circulated a story to the 
offect thatanaunt had died in Michigan 
avd had left her some money. Ina few 
days she bought outa store at the corner 
of Water-street and Sand-roud, in Burling- 
ton, from P. M. Zimmerman. Adjoining 
the lot on which this store stands is a lot 
76x 150 feet, which Mrs, Boaton also bought. 
The transfer was made through Counsellor 
I. Hughes Cleaver of Burlington, who re- 
presented William Oliver, ite former owner. 

It is on record that on June 18 ‘*Mrs, 
Thompson” appeared in Norfolk and 
stopped at the boarding house of o Mrs. 
Auter, in East Main-street. Two days 
previous to that time old Cicero Harrison 
Case had moved to Port Norfolk, a suburb 
three miles distant from his tormer homo in 
Brambleton Ward. The woman hunted up 
young Oulpepper, and he accompanied her 
to Port Norfolk. She did not approach tho 
house, however, but sent the young man 
with a message to Caso to meet her at the 
feery wharf in Portsmouth the next morn- 
ing at 8 o'clock. 

When the message was delivered to the 
old man ho became much excited, but yet 
seemed unable to resist the demands made 
upon him. He Kept the appointment, and 
Monday afternoon left the city, not 
even telling his daughter where he was 
going. 

Subsequent developments showed that on 
that afternoon Cicero Harrison Caso and 
“Mra, Thompson” sailed for Boston, Mass, 
via Providence on one of the Merchants’ 
and Miners’ line steamers. On Tuesday, 
June 29, they returned from Boston on the 
steamer Essex of the same line, having 
been registefed on that boat an ‘'O. Harri- 
son and wife,’’ occupying stateroom No. 8. 
On that steamer there was a quarrel, for on 
the day previous to the vessel's arrival at 
Norfolk the stewardess discovered the 
women in her room in tears. 

Upon arriving at Norfolk, Va., ‘Mrs 
Thompson” went to tho Hotel Gladstone, 
she registered as ‘*Mrs. C, Harri- 
The old man did not atop at the 
Gladstone, but went to his home in Port 
Norfolk, firat obtaining a balance of about 
Bank The same day 
he gave his granddaughter hia gold watoh 
and a roll of money containing $289, and 
again disappeared. That 
board the steamship Guy 
took passoge for Now York

Shortly before the hour for the steamer 
to leave Norfolk a woman went on board, 
and, approaching the old man, said she had 
money Bhe got from him $10 with 
which to purchase a ticket for New York 
She gave her name to the purser as ‘Mra 
Mary Oliver,” and represented herself as 
the widowed daughter of Cicero Harrison 
She was placed in room No, 26, while the 
old man was placed in room No. 10 on the 
saloon deck, with Moses Levy, a dr ygoods 
merchant of No. 103 Halifax-street, Peters 
burg

Capt. Walker says 
that all the time he talked with her 
the old man’s disappearance she was laugh 
ing, smiling or joking, After the entire 
ahip had been searched without result Mrs 
Oliver” created a sensation by announcing 
that a black bag containing $100,000 in 
securitios and gold mining stocks was miss- 
ing, and that it may have been left on the 
stoamor’s dock at Norfolk. 

The missing securities formed a good ex- 
cuse for the woman to leave New York on 
Saturday afternoon, July 1, with the 
avowed intention of going Norfolk in 
search of the black bag containing the 
soourities, 

Mrs. Beaton, alias Mra, Oliver, has not 
made a satisfactory statement in regard to 
her connection with the drowneca man 
and word was sent to the police at 
Norfolk to look out for her, A World 
correspondent there, im company with 
local detectives, watohed every train and 
boat by which she could have reached the 
city, and the police were prepared to place 
her under arrost upon suspicion of murder- 
ing aged Cicero Harrison. 

Tostoad of going to Norfolk, however, the 
woman left the Pennsylvania train at 
Baltimore and for soveral days all trace of 
hor was lost, 

It is worthy ofnote that although when 
the woman boarded the steamship Guyan- 
dotte at Norfolk she was without money 
aud had to get the few dollars necessary 
for her passage from Mr, Caso, yet after 
his death she was abundantly supplied with 
funds. She was abie to pay ber railroad 
{ares and other expenses from New York to 
Baltimore, from Baltimore to Harrisburg, 
Pa,, and thonce to Williamsport, Pa, 
Rochester, N.Y., Niagara Falls, Hamilton, 
Ont., and Borlington with several hundred 
dollars in billsin her possession. 

On Saturday, July 8, the dead body of 
Mr. Case floated ashore at Metonken 
Beach, Va., 4 point five miles south of Chin- 
coteagne, where he was supposed to have 
fallen overboard from the ship. The body 
was positively identified by Mr. Caso’s 
daughter, Mrs. Wallace. On the body 
were the trousers, shoes and shirt, but not 
acentof money or any other article was 
found in the pockets. 

Cicero Harriion Case, who was 78 yeara 
of age when he died, was for many years a 
carriage builder at Strathroy, Ont., where 
he accumulated some $25,000. He retired 
about fifteen years ago and moved to Bur- 
lington, Ont., where he had begun makin 
investments in real estate mortgages aod 
lending money to neighboring farmers on 
their crops, His bank account at that time 
showed a credit in his favor of about 
$18,000, divided between the banking 
house of R, G. Baxter, in Burlington, 
and the Landed Banking and Loan Uom- 
pany and the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
of Hamilton. While living in Burlington 
he had fora tenant Mra, Beaton avd her 
husband, The woman remained his tenant 
for about four years, and it is presumed 
that it was at that time Mrs. Beaton began 
to secure his money. The old man made 
frequent trips to Rochester, and when he 
was away on these trips the woman general- 
ly found some exouse to take her to Michi- 
gan,asshe said. Last Ovtober Case moved 
to Norfolk and carried away what money he 
had left. At Burress’ Bank in Norfolk he had 
$3100, and at the Marine Bank some 
$3500 on deposit. Whenever he left Nor- 
folk on one of bis trips with the woman he 
drew from $500 to $100U, and it is probable 
that Mrs. Beaton secured all of this amount 
while off with him, The old man was 
about 5 feet 6 1-2 inches tall aud weighed 
about 140 pounds, He wore a gray chin 
beard—a beard peculiar to old men in his 
native ssction. We was very reticient as to 
his finances and would never let his daugh- 
ter know how much money he had. 

lt was not until several days after his 
death that the identity of the old man be- 
came known, so successfully had the woman 
covered her tracks. It was probably with 
part of the money which she seoured trom 
him that she purchased the store and build- 
ing lot at Burlington last week. On every 
trip she made to the Southern States she 
returned with considerable money. 

It was the purchaso of the building lot 
above mentioned which led to the discovery 
of the woman's identity. On Monday she 
sont a notification to William Oliver of 
Burlington, from whom she purchased her 
building lot, stating that she had taken 
pessession of the property. To this letter 
she signed her name Elizabeth Beaton. 

It is but fair to Mra. Beaton to state that 
she denies the whole story and pxomises to 
make somebody smart for ciroulating the 
story that she was ‘‘Mrs, Oliver,”’ In the 
meantime, all Burlington is excited over 
the report.

Those who have watched closely the 
course of the arbitration proceedings would | 
not be much surprised if there should be 
some truth in the speculations published by 
the London newspaper, which, of course, if 
accurate must have loaked out from British 
sources, 

The chief points insisted upon by the 
British counsel were that exclusive juris. 
diction over Behring Sea, though once 
claimed by Russia, had never beon practi- 
cally oxercised; that Great Britsin had 
never conceded Russia's claims of exclusive 
jurisdiction as tu the seal fishories, and that 
Ruasia, having no conceded exclusive rights 
to transfer, did not actually transfer to the 
United States any exclusive sealing privi- 
legea in Behring Sea under the treaty of 
March 30, 1867. 

These questions all revolved round the 
main point of diwpute asto whether this 
vast body of wator could be declared a 
closed sea. The course of the arbitration 
has indicated that tho tribunal would de- 
cide that Behring Sea was not a maro 
olausum. Therefore, on the first four of 
the five points submitted to the arbitrators 
those interested on behalf of the United 
States scarcely expected a favorable con- 
clusion, 

The last point is §probably the one upon 
which, if the Paris despatch is well found- 
ed, the arbitrators are not unanimous, and 
upon whioh a discuasion is said to be in pro- 


to govern Alaskan seal fisheries in the fu- 
ture. 

It has been confidently expected all along 
that the arbitratore would concede this fifth 
point to the United States, and it is antici- 
pated that the outcome of the arbitration 
will be the recommendation that the United 
States shall exercise police powers for the 
protection of seal life in the waters of Beh- 
ring Sea, with the concurrence of the other 
nations, in interest and without any claim 
to exclusive maritime jurisdiction.

Bubif 
they would only view the matter aright 
they would see that these inventors are 
really the friends of humanity in the truest 
sense, and that all these {mprovements 
which have been made and are making in 
the machinery for wiping armies and nayles 
ont of existence are the best protection the 
world has against war in the future, 

The truth is that war Is getting to be so 
costly and‘destractive that nations can no 
longer afford to indulge In It; and every 
forward step of the inventor only makes {t 
more costly and deadly. In the olden 
times when two armies could fight for 
weeks at a nominal cost for support and 
with scarcely any loss of men or munition, 
war was a pastime in which the 

{nations could Indulge and con- 
tinue to Indulge for years. But in these 
modern times, when the coat of equipping 
an army {s something frightful, and when 
the arms of precision mow men down like 
grass, whem there are guns in the aavy 
which canaob’be fired except at a cost of 
thousands of dollars, rulers are extremely 
cautlotif about going to war or provoking 
thelr neighbors to do so. And-the more 
deadly and costly warfare becomes the leas 
danger is there that nations will resort to {t, 

Yet 1¢ does seem as if the nations might 
come to some agreement as to the polnt 
when progress in deadi{ness and costliaces 
shall be assumed to have gone far enough 
to justify an agreement to dispense with 

war for the future, Otherwise the nations 
will go on long after war becomes a practi- 
cal {mpossibility, constructing impenetrable 
armor for warships and {Irresistible pro. 
jectiles to plerce 1b. That {s the course that 
naval architecture and the art of guonery 
aro taking. Firat comes the {oventor 
with an armor plate that no shell can 
plerce and next the gunner with a shell to 
plorce it.

Oliver and 
Mrs, Beaton were one and the same person 
Both parties were well-known in tho vil- 
lage. Mrs, Boaton many years ago was om- 
ployed asa ohambermaid in the Tecumseh 
rouse at Londou, Beaton at that time 
worked for Greon, the lumbermay. The 
two became acquainted and were married 


MRS, BEATON, ALIAS OLIVER. 
Subsequently they romoved to Hagoraville 
and then to Burlington, whee Beaton is 
presently. employed as a laborer at the ‘Terra 
Cotta Works, 

Case arrived in Burlington 15 years ago 
from Strathroy bringing with hin $15,000 
or $18,000, which he augmented considerably 
in the course of time by shaving notes. Six 
yenrs ngo the Benatons rooted a cottage 
from odim ino Brantetreet, Although 
then verging on 70 Case was 
gonerally regarded as ‘one of the boys,” and 
bis name was coupled by Village gossips with 
thatof Mrs. Heaton fully two years ugo. 
About that time some Americans came over 
and induced Case to invest iv certain gold 
mines at Norfolk, Va. Last fallbe decided 
to sell out all bis property in Burlington and

Two Alleged Murderers Kill

7.—Acting on the 
advice of her solicitor, Mrs. Beaton, 
who is alleged to have been Cicero 
Harrison Case’s companion on the 
steamer Guyandotte, has made up her mind 
to leave Burlington and go to Hamilton to 
live. If she is wanted on the other side she 
can be found there at any time, aud boing 
in the city she will have greater conveni- 
ence in consulting with her lawyer. 

In caso extradition preceedings are under- 
takon it will be necessary for the proseci- 
tion to make out a prima facie case of 
murder before Mrs. Beaton can be takén to 
the United States, and she lias no fear of 
any possibility of that happening. It 
would be necessary for the prosecution 
to establish its cuse clearly enough to 
warrant a magistrate in sending a prisoner 
up for trial tothe Assize Court in case a 
trial was to go on in Canada. 

Mr. F. Lynch-Staunton, who has been 
engaged by Mrs, Beaton, states that if the 
oase goes on it will develop some sonsa- 
tions which will startle the community, but

Shoresided with horhusband 
and family at 187 Bloor-streoteast, She had | 
been in foable health for some time past, |

After tea on Wodneaday evening one of 
her grandchildren asked her if she cared to 
g° with them fora walk in Rosedale.

On reaching the avenue she turned at 
John Bullen’s Rosedale Dairy and pro- 
ceeded up North Glen-road. This was the 
last seen of the wdman alive. A short 
distance north the O,P.R. crosses this road | 
anda wire fence obstructs further traffic | 

On reaching this fence Mrs. Barrett ap- 
pears to have turned to her right and en-"” 
tered the woods of the John Severn 
estate. She then attempted to retrace her 
steps, and as night fell darker 
and deeper she “Wandered perhaps’ 
for hours. Stumbiiig ovér roots, push- 
ing aside briars and fallen branches;’ 
that barred her path, and skirting trees 
towering above her black and shapeless on 
that moonless night—she— traversed 
Severn bush and reached the fence border- 
ing the woods of Chorley Park, Ald. Hal- 
lam’s summer residence. Here she sat 
down and removed her boots and stockings. 
At the foot of the steep hillside, which 
startaa few feet south of the fence, a 
branch of the O.P.R. runs, It is possible 
thatthe exhausted woman observed the 
lights of a train and endeavored to reach 
the track, Atallevents she climbed the 
fence, leaving her stockings where she had 
rested, and taking her boots in her hand. 
She had only proceeded a short distance, 
however, when sha slipped and fell, alight- 
ing five or six feet down the hiil. 

ow long she lay there before the ond 
came is only known to her Maker, but it is 
possible that even before she slipped death 
bad turned the hour-glass und was counting 
out the sands! ; 

The spot where the body was found is 
almost like a jungle. Here the weeds and 
overgrown shrubs are thickest, and a search: 
ing party unacquainted with the locality 
might spend days or weeks without result. 
In fact, ascore,of policemen and civilians 
had spent the intervening two days and 
nights in searching these woods and those 
of “Sugar Loaf” Hill to the southenst. | 

Alfred Cook, John Patry and John Bullen 
were satisfied, however, from the fact of 
Mrs. Barrett having been seen in Summer- | 
hill-avenue, that she was somewhere either © 
in the Severn or Chorley Park woods and 
at daylight Sunday morning Cook renewed — 
his search. i 

About 9 o’clock he found the stockings. 
Half an hour later on the other side of the 
fonce he discovered her boots and bonvet, 
a little turther down the hill her clonk was 
found. It was here that she had slipped. 

Peering through the bushes Cook saw,a few 
feet below, the corpse of a woman, white and 
wan and waxen, with its dead face upturn- 
ed and the right arm over her breast. She 
was lying upon what had been ao bed of 
daisies and gill over the ground, and heavy 
drops of wet that clung to the boughs as 
the result of Saturday night’s rain dripped 
down upon her, The attitude was that of 
reposo rather then of death. The fea- 
tures were caim and the poaty soil had 
probably conduced to arrest the course of 
decay. There she lay; she whom he had 
come toseck. The search was over, the 
tangle had given up its dead. 

Cook at once notified Messrs. Petry and 
Bullen and word was sentto Dr. Oldright, | 
a relative, who went and viewed the body. 
An examination showed that Mrs, Barrett 
had died trom exposure. She had been 
dead certainly 48 hours and probably 60 
hours, No sign of violence was discovered. | 
It is possible that she was stunued by her | 
fall, and the exhaustion of her tramp and ;

Lonpon, Aug. 8.—There was consider- 
able excitement among the Conservative

The report atage ot the Home Rule bill 
was reached at an earlier hour than was 
expected. Mr. Balfour, the Conservative 
leader, who had an important amendment 
to offer, waa not present to submit it. 

Mr, Balfour's proposed amendment is 
intended to prevent the Irish members who 
| shall be retained in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment from voting om any question except 
amendmentato the Home Rule bill after 
that bill shall become a law. 

The Conservatives were exceedingly de- 
sirous of having the ainendment submitted, 
and Mr, George Bartley, Conservative for 
Northern Islington, requested to be per- 
mitted to act as Mr. Balfour's substitute in 
offering the amendment, 

Speaker Peel ruled that at this stago sub- 

| stitutes could not be allowed. 
} The Unionists stood aghast as they saw 
the report sweeping through. Their fright 
was ollayed, however, when Mr, James 
Parker Smith, Liberal-Unionist, after hay- 
ing eight new olauses proposed by him ruled 
| ont, obtained the Speaker's sanction to 
move that the boundary commission under 
the bill be instructed to enquire as to a 
better division of the Irish olectoral 
districts, The debate on this motion was 
taken up, and this gave the Opposition 
time to breathe, 

Conservative and Liberal-Unionist whips 
were at once despatched in search of 
Absentees tosummon them to immediate 
attendance at the House. Messrs. Balfour 
and Heneage and other members of the 
Opposition appeared in the House in time 
to take part in tho debate on Mr. Smith’s 
motion. Eventually the motion was de- 
feated by a vote of 196 to 162. 

Mr, Parker Smith moved two further 
clauses dealing with clections in Ireland. 
After some debate each clause was rejected, 
one by a majority of 43 and the other by 
majority of 49. 


REVOLTING SCENE AT A HANGING. 


The Noose Failed to Work, So the Exeou- 
tloner Choked the Man to Death, 


Vienxa, Aug. 8.—A revolting scene oc- 
curred Saturday at an execution at Krems. 
A convict named Brunner who was servin 
a term of imprisonment at Krems, attacke 
& warder in the prison and killed him. 
Brunner was tried on a charge of rder, 
convicted and sentenced to death, ‘Capital 
punishment in Austria consists of hanging 
on & post, at the top of which a hook holds 
the noose. The usual formalities were 
fone through with and Brunner was 

anging with his feet but a short 
distance from the gronnd. He struggled 
and gasped and it was evident something 
was wrong with the arrangement of the 
noose, Several minutes elapsed and Brun- 
ner wan still alive and no one could tell 
when death would relieve him of his agony. 
Finally, the executioner took matters lit- 
erally in his own hands and mounting a 
ladder at the baok of the post he placed one 
hand over the mouth of the struggling man 
and with the other choked him until life 
Was extinot. 


‘CHOLERA IN EUROPE, 


Thirteen Deaths nod Twenty Cases in Two 
Days in Italy, 


Rome, Aug. 8.—It is officially announced 
that between noon on Friday and noon to- 
day 20 cases of cholera and 13 deaths have 
been reported in Naples and three new 
cases and one death in Rome.

After the boy 
regained consciousness he begged the police 
not to hurt his stepfather, 

Kidd admitted to Sergeant Holliday that 
he had kept the boy hung up in the stable

Savannau, N.Y., Aug. 7.—Byron Davis 
of Clydo, a boy, wns tried before Justice 
John H. Bixley yesterday on the charge of 
failing to support his wife. He was found 
guilty and was ordered to pay his wife 
$1.25 a week until a child is born, after 
which the amount muat be increased. 

The remarkable feature of the case is the 
fact that the wife is only 15 years old, and 
the husband one year younger, The wife's 
maiden name was Nellic Tayor. Sheecloped 
from Savannah with Young Davis last May, 
after a vory short ucquaintance, and lived 
happily with him for a time at the home of 
hia father, who is a saloonkeeper.

Most of the time was 
consumed in the expression of individual 
viows, which clearly demonstrated that 
each element in tho party was firmly 
wedded to its -own notions. One 
senator who occupies a high position 
in the Financial Committee and whose 
loaning towards free silver is pronounced 
declared positively, ‘You can sot it down 
asa certainty that tho Sherman Act will 
not be repealed unconditionally.” 

On the other hand some senators who 
have sided with the President said rather 
despondently that while no tangible ad- 
vanoe had been made toward a point 
where _ party could be regarded 
as united they had not abandoned hope 
that efforts in that direction might eventu- 
ally result in a success. 

It is gathered from this that the condi- 
tional repeal proposition is gaining in 
strepgth, and that certain of the ultra 
silver men are preparing to follow in the 
direction indicated by tho leaders in 
the silver caucus in the house, viz, 
towards repeal with free coinage at an 
increased ratio, Neither party in the Senate 
has ever been able to caucus with complete 
success on the subject of silver, and to- 
day's caucus was no exception to the rule, 
So, after exhausting the possibilities of de- 
bate,the caucus fell back upon the oft-tried 
expedient of delegating to a committee the 
task of endeavoring to arrange a plan of 
business that should be satisfactory to all 
sides.

AFFAIRS IN HAWAIL. 


The Provisional Government Sailing in 
Smooth Water. 


VicroriA, B.C., Aug. 10.—Honolalu ad- 
vices to Aug. 1 just received say that an 
act vesting the crown lands in the Pro- 
visional Government and dividing and set- 
tling the lands has been introduced by the 
Executive and Advisory Councils. The bill 
will pass without difficulty. Other bills, 
granting inalienable titles, will follow. The 
Government will shortly commence some 
public works, the most important of which

Personal taxes are being promptly paid, 
and the July colleotions are about twice the 
amount received in the corresponding month 
in previous years. The Governinent ex- 
pects a quantity of arms and uniforms by 
the steamer Australis, which is due at 
Honolulu Aug. 9. These are to equip 400 
national guards 


(FRUSTRATED A PLOT. 


Panama Covspirators Who Will Probab ly 
Be Shot or Exiled, 

New York, Aug. 10.—The World’s spe- 
cial from Panama, via Galveston, says: 
Advices from Cartagenia are to the effect 
that the Government has succeeded in frus- 
trating a plot of the Liberals to blow up 
portions of the Cartagenia, Barranquilla 
and the country residence of President 
Nunez with dynamite. The wildest ex- 
citement prevails. Among those under 
arrest are Stomingo Vill, Governor of Pan- 
ama in 1889, General Urureta and General 
Urea. The latter was charged with the 
execution of the plot, and will probably be 
shot or exiled. 


NOT A REVOLUTION. 
But Simply a Scheme to Relense Friends 
in Prison 


Panama, Aug. 10.—The report thata 
number of.arrests had been made at Barran- 
quilla and Caraghena of men_ alleged to 
have been implicated in the conspiracy to 
blow up the cuartels in those places with 
dypamite, is generally doubted here, Ac- 
cording to the report the plan of conspira- 
tors was to release the prisoners, who, 
it was supposed, would aid them 
in a revolutionary movement. The oppon- 
ents of the Government themselves tAmit 
a revolution would be impossible. Thsy 
have no arms, while the Government has 
14,000 soldiers and an admirablo war equip- 
ment. Sofar as known here profound 
peace prevails throughout the country, and 
there has been no attempt whatever at re- 
volution, 


MURDERER BOMBERGER’S GUILT 
The Bilayer of the “Kreider Family Will 
Confess in Court, 


Paumyra, Pa., Aug. 10.—Having just re- 
turned from Cando, N.D., Aaron S. Kreidor 
of this place says that Bomberger, the mur- 
derer of nearly the entire Kreider family, 
whom he saw in jail at Cando, will confess 
his guilt in court in November. For this 
reason the surviving Kreider children will 
not bo called on totestity, Bomberger says 
he committed the murders tp consequence 
of bis uncontrollable passion for the eldest 
Kroider daughter.

Kiuenipe, Aug. 10,— At tho inquest 
over the romored suspicious death of the 
old gentlomaw Mark Fleming, some two 
weeks ngo, the evidence taken proved con 
clusively that deceased was not negleoted 
during his illness by hia son-in-law, Sidney 
Kinney, having received every care.

only just arrangement would be the total 
exclusion of the Irish members from Weat- 
mipater, 


Mr. Henry 


Labouchere (Radical) said 
thatif the Irish sat in Westminster for 
partial purposes would two 
majorities in the House, which would de 
stroy the foundation of  Parliamonutary 
government The House had to accept 
full retention or fall exclusion. If the 
bill were a complete moasure of 
Home Rule he would vole for 
fuil exclusion It was not a 
complete measure, and the Houre muat 
therefore aw-it the end of the probationary 
period when full Home Rule would be 
given before settling the ultimate status of 
the Irish in the Imperial Parliament. Mr 
Labouchere’s remarks were greeted with 
cheers. The division was then taken and 
Mr. Macartney’s motion waa defeated by a 
vote of 221 to ISI,

Queen's Royat Horer, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, Aug. 11,—Unqualitiedly the anglers’ 
congress here in celebration of Isaak 
Walton's threehundredth birthday must be 
pronounced a success. 

Mr. Pringle won the atory prize, and 
Mr. Barlow Cumberland and Col. Pope made 
their decision without hesitancy. 

Pringle morely said he was trolling,that a 
woe, wee fish took the bait, that 
a perch took the wee wee fellow, that a 
bass took the perch, that a lungs took the 
bass and that he swallowed the whole. 

Of course Mr. Pringle was warmly con- 
gratulated on his acquisition of a certificate 
as the king of fish-story tellers and Mr, 
Rand of Vancouver, B.C., came in for re- 
grets that he had not quite proved his 
right to the throne vacated by the renowned 
Tom Wepper, the veracious Eli Perkins, or 
the ever-reliable Tom Ochiltree, when one 
or the other wes kicked hence. 

In the fiy-casting competition, which 
took place during the afternoon, 
Messrs. W.M. Merritt and J. C, Kemp, 
| Toronto, and Major A. P. Sherwood, Otta- 
wa, were the judges. Messrs. Morgan 
Baldwin, Toronto's ‘hav bormuster: Charles 
Hunter, the secretary of the congress, and 
James Pringle, the certificated truthteller, 
and Col. Pope, United States consul, were 
the competitors, Each man was to cast for 
five minutes. The wind was bafiling and the 
lines light. As a consequence Mr. Pringle 
was not at bis best and retired with o cast 
of 44 feet 9 inches, Mr. Charles Hunter, in 
spite of all obstacles, beatiug him with a 
capital cast, under the circumstances, of 45 
feet 8inches, Mr. Hunter took a 7-ounce 
hand-made lancewood rod, presented by 
Mossrs. Allcock, Laight & Westwood, and 
Mr. Pringle 100 yards of enamelled silk- 
braided line, presented by the same firm. 
Then the casting for accuracy took place 
for a besutiful split bamboo rod, pre- 
sented by Messrs, H.P.Davies & Co, After 
the long distance competition was through 
Mr. J. D. Edgar, M.P., took up rod and 
line and incidentally cast fully 49 feet, or a 
yard further than the winner. Mr. Pringle 
ossayed once again and fell into the water. 
Mr. Edgar entered for the accuracy award 
along with Messrs. Hunter, Baldwin and 
Pope. Mr. Edgar, with unerring aim and 
decidedly the most grace and ease of style, 
won the rod, although each of the others 
did remarkably well in each and every par- 
ticular, except exactness and reach.

He thought this was a state of things 
that might be improved upon, and said it 
would be the aim of the association to 
bring about uniformity of the laws on the 
boundary and between the [provinces as far 
as possible 

Mr. Houston moved that an association

Youth Should Not Spend All Ite Time to 


Gating Into the Future—Dr, Tatn . 





Swings the Seoythe on the Harvest of 


Past Advantages and Mast Adweraitios 


BROOKLYN, August 6 Rev, Di 
Talmage has chosen as the topic for to 
day » & panorama of reminiscent es uppro- 
priate to the season, the text selected be- 
ing Psalm 80; 8; “While LT was musing 
the fire burned.” 

Here is David, the psalmist, with the 
forefinger ot bis right hand against his 
temple, the door shut against the world, 
engaged in contemplation And it 
would be well for us to take the same 
posture often, closing the door against 
the world, while we sit down in sweet 
solitude to contemplate, 

In a small island off the coast I once 
passed a Sabbath in delightful solitude, 
for I had resolved that I would have one 
day of entire quiet before I entered upon 
autumpal work, I thought to have 
spent the day in laying out plans for 
Christian work; but instead of that it 
became a day of tender reminiscence, 1 
reviewed my pastorate; I shook hands 
with an old departed friend, whom I 
shall greet again when the curtains of 
life are lifted. The days of my boyhood 
came back, and I was ten years of age, 
and I was eight, andI was five. 
was butone house on the island, and yet 
from Sabbath day break, when the bird 
chant woke me, until the evening melt- 
ed into the bay, from shore to shore 
there were ten thousand memories, and 
the groves were ahum with voices that 
had long ceased. 

Youth is apt too much to spend all its 
time in looking forward. Old age is apt 
too much to spend all its time in looking 
backward. People in mid-life and on 
the apex look both ways. It would be 
well for us, I think, however, to spend 
more time in reminscence, By the con- 
stitution of our nature we spend inost of 
the time looking forward, And the 
vast majority of people live not 60 much 
in the present as in the future, I find 
that you mean to make a reputation, 
you mean to establish yourself, and the 
advantages thau you expect to achieve 
absorb a great deal of your time. 
But I see no harm in this, if it does 
not make you discontented with the 
present, or disqualify you for existing 
duties. 

It isa useful thing sometiines to look 
back, und to see the dangers we have 
escaped, and to see the sorrows we haye 
suffered, and the trials and wanderings 
of our earthly pilgrimage, and to sum up 
our enjoyments, I mean to-day, so far 
asGod may help me, tostirup your 
memeény of the past, so that inthe re- 
view you may bs encouraged and hum- 
bled, and urge to pray. 

There ia a BHacal in Florence with a 
fresco by Guido. It was covered up 
with two inches of stucco until our Am- 
erican and Buropean artista went there, 
and after long toil removed the cover- 
ing and retraced the fresco. AndI am 
aware that the memory of the past, 
with many of you, is all covered up 
with ten thonsaud obliterations, and 
propose this morning so far as the Lord 
aay help me, to take away the cover- 
ings, that the old picture may shine out 
again. 

I want to bind in one sheaf all your 
past advantages, and I want to bind in 
another sheaf all your past adversities. 
It is a precious harvest, and I must be 
cautious how I swing the soythe. 

Among the greatest advantages of 
your past life was an early home and its 
surroundings, The bad men of the day, 
for the most part, dip their heated pas- 
sions out of the boiling spring of an un- 
happy home. We are not surprised that 
Byron's heart Was a concentration of 
sin, when we hear his mother was aban- 
doned, and thatshe made sport of his 
infirmity, and often called him “the 
lame brat.” He who has vicious parents 
has to fight every inch of his way if he 
would maintain his integrity, and at 
last reach the home of the good in 
Heaven. 

Perhaps your early home was in the 
city. It way have been in the days 
when Canal Street, New York, was far 
uptown. That old house in the city 
may have been demolished or changed 
into stores, and it seemed like sacrilege 
to you—for there was more meaning in 
thut plain house, in that small house. 
than there is in the granite mansion or a 
turreted cathedral. Looking back this 
morning, you see it as though it were 
yesterday—the sitting-room, where the 
loved ones sat by the plain lamplight, 
the mother at the evening stand, the 
brothers and sisters, perhaps long ago 
gathered into the skies, then plotting 
mischief on the floor or under the table; 
your father with a firm voice com- 
manding silence, that lasted half a 
minute, 

Oh, those were good days! If you had 
your foot hurt, your mother always had 
a soothing salve to heal it. Lf you were 
wronged in the street your father was 
always ready to protect you. The year 
was one round of frolic and mirth. 
Your greatest trouble was an April 
shower, more sunshine than shower, 
The heart had not been ransacked by 
troubles, nor had sickness broken it 
and holamb had a warmer sheepfoll 
than the home in which your childhood 
nestled. 

Perhaps you were brought up in the 
country. You stand now to-day in 
memory under the oldtree. Youclubbed 
it fur fruit that was not quite ripe, be- 
you could not wait any longer. 
You hear the brook rumbling along over 
the pebbles. You step again into the 
furrow where your father in his shirt 
sleeves shouted to the lazy oxen. You 
frighton the swallows from the rafters

silence your conscience by saying jthat 
they will not miss it. You take a drink 
again out of the very bucket that the 
old well fetched up. You go for the 
cows at night, and find them wagging 


their heads through the bars. Ofttimes 
in the dusty and busy streeta you wish 
you were home again on that cool grass, 
or in the hall of the farm house, through 
which there the breath of new 
mown hay or the blossom of buckwheat 

You may have in your windows now 
beautiful plants and flowers brought 
from across the seas, but none of them 
in your soul so much charm and 
memory os the old ivy and yellow 
flower that atood sentinel along the gar 
den walk, and the forget-me 
ing hide-and-seek the long

darker ; but out of that cloud the shin- 


ing messenyer of God descended to in- 
CATH! AL tuiliiorta spirit, Awe attire 
feet started on an eternal journey, and 
you were to lead them ; a gem to flash 
in heaven's coronet, and you to polish it; 
eternal ages of light and = darkness 
watching the starting out of a newly 
created being 

You rejoiced and you trembled at the 
responsibility that in your possession ao 
immortal treasure was placed, You pray- 
ed and rejoiced, and wept and wonder- 
ed, and prayed and rejoiced, and wept 
avd wondered ; you were earnest in sup: 
plication that you might lead it through 
life into the kingdom of God, There 
was a tremor in your earnestness. There 
was i double interest about that home. 
There wos an additional interest why 
you should stay there and be faithful, 


was filled with the music of the child's 
laughter, you were struck through with 


| the fact that you bad astupendous mis- 


sion. 

Have you kept that vow? Have you 
neglected any of these duties? Is your 
home as such to you as it used to be? 
Have those anticipations been gratified? 
God help you to-day in your solemn re- 
miniscence, and let His mercy fall upon 
your soul if your kindness has been ill 
requited, God have merey on the parent, 
on the wrinkles of whose face is written 
the story of a child’s sin. God have 
mercy on that mother, who, in addition 
to her other pangs, has the pang of 
a child's iniauity, Ob, there are many, 
many sad sounds in this sad world, but 
the saddest sound that is ever heard is 
the breaking of a mother's heart. Are 
there any here who remember that in 
that home they were unfaithful? Are 
there those who wandered off from that 
early home, and left the mother to die 
with a broken heart? Oh, I stir that 
reminiscence to-day. 

I find another point in your life his- 
tory. You found one day you were in 
the wrong road; you could not sleep at 
night; there was just one word that 
seemed to sob through your banking 
house, or through your office, or 
your shop, or your bedroom, and 
that word was ‘ Eternity.” You 
said, ‘‘L am not ready for it. O, God, 
have mercy.” The Lord heard, Peace 
came to your heart. You remember 
how your hand trembled as you took the 
cup of the Holy Communion, You re- 
member the old minister who conse- 
crated it, and you remember the church 
officials who carried it through the aisle; 
you rember the old people who at the 
close of the service took your hand in 
theirs in congratulating sympathy, as 
much as to say, ‘Welcome home, you 
lost prodigal;” and though those hands 
have all withered away, that Communion 
Sabbath is resurrected to day; it ia resur- 
rected with all its prayers, and songs, and 
tears, and sermons, and transfiguration. 
Have you kept those vows? Have you 
been « backslider? God help you? This 
day kneel at the foot of mercy and start 
again for heaven. Start today as you 
started then. Irouse your soul by that 
reminiscence, 

But I must not spend any more of my 
time in going over the advantages of 
your life. I just putthem allin one 
great sheaf, and I bind them up in your 
memory with one loud harvest song, 
such as reapers sing. VPraise the Lord, 
ve blood-bought imortals on earth! 
Praise the Lord, ye crowned spirits of 
heaven ! 

But somo of you have not always had 
a smooth life. Some of you are now in 
theshaudow, Others had their troubles 
years ago; you are a mere wreck of 
what you once were. I must gather up 
the sorrows of your past life: Pbut how 
shall Ido it? You say that is impossible, 
us you have had so many troubles and 
adversities, Then I will juet take two, 
the first trouble aud the last trouble.

THE McKEE OHARGES. 


Hearing of the Case at Windsor—An A(l- 
journment Till Monday. 


Wunpsor, Oat., Aug. 10.—An iovestign- 
tlon of the charges of fraud preferred 
against Government Detective Thomas \W. 
McKee by Robert S. McDonald, of this 
olty, was to day commenced before Police 
Magistrate Bartlett, with R. F. Sutherland 
for the plaintiff, and the well known crim- 
inal lawyer, J. W. Hanna, for the defence, 
Affidavite from E. F. B. Johnson, ex Dep. 
uty Attorney.General for Onatarlo, and 
Detective Joseph Rogers, of Toronto, were 
submitted by Mr, Hanna and accepted as 
evidence. The charges brought sgainst 
Detective McKee bysMocDonald were rend. 
They were In substapco as follows: That 
McKee purchased clothing to amount to 
$13 from McDonald and subsequently re- 
quested him to render a bill for $27, which 
was done; that on another occasion he pur- 
chased $28 worth of clothing and had a bill 
rendered for $32. MoDonald in his sworn 
declaration says he belleyes McKee re 
celved cheques from the Government in 
accordance with the bills rendered for $27 
and $52 when he only sbou!d have received 
pay for the sctual amount he paid Me- 
Donald. 

Datective Joe Rogers testified that there 
was $76 per anoum allowed provinolal cou- 
stables for thelr clothing, and that when 
thelr expenditures for this article did nob 
reach the figure, any balance of the $75 
not expended belonged to the officer who 
recelved the allowance. 

Lawyer Sutherland was not ready to go 
on with the case, and asked for a postpono- 
ment until next Monday, which was grant- 
ed. lt{ie understood that McDonald has 
still another charge against Mr. McKee, 
but it has not been made public yet.

It was just 20 minutes to 4 in the morning 
when the heavily-laden freight pulled into the 
entering switob. It dashed on towards the 
westorn switch, which connects the side 
traek with the main line, when to bis horror 
the engineer saw it was opev, It was too 
late then to atop tho heavy froight, The 
next moment the engine and 15 of the cars 
left the track, The oars were utterly 
smashed. The main line was completely 
blocked with dobria. So badly were the 
oars smashed that freight strowed the track 
for nearly 100 yards, 

The engineer bad been dashed with terrific 
force againgt the heated ironwork, and 
soverely iujured, When rescued from the 
wreck he prosonted a pitiable sight. His 
eyes wore 60 badly injured that ho could not 
see, bis bead and face wero badly cut, while 
the lower part of bis body was also seriously 
injured, The brakeman, named Tessier, was 
instantly killed, It is thought that he must 
havo been on the top of the cats when the 

shock came. When the body was discovered 
it was dreadfully disfigured. Tho Hreman 
escaped with ooly a few bruises.

It was a little after 1.30 o'clock when a 
watchinan saw a small blaze on the river 
tide of J, B, Clark & Co,’a box factory 
the south end ot Nicollet Ieland at 
the head of 6t. Antony's Falls. An 
alarm, quickly followed by a second 
and third, was turned in, but 
by the time the department liad arrived the 
flames, fanned by « furious south wind, had 
gained such headway thatall the firemen 
could do was to turn their attention to ad 
jololuing property. 

Where the fire firat started is a mystery, 
butitis thoughtit originated either in 
Lenbart’s wagou works or in anico house 
belonging to the Cedar Lake Ico Company, 
immediately adjoining. Noarly all the 
structures in the vicinity wore of wood,dry 
as tinder, and made splendid fuel for the 
flames. 

Clarke’s box 
before even a stream of 
was thrown upon it. Noxt 
to it, north, Lenbart’s wagon works and 
the Ceder Lake Ice houses were wiped out 
of existence, Further north aro Lintjes & 
O'Connell's boiler works and here the 
heaviest loss on the island took place, 

While this fire was at its height a spark 
carried high in the air alighted on Boom 
Island, nearly halfa mile above the fire on 
Nicollet Island. ‘This is occupied as ao 
wood yard by the lumber firm of Nelson, 
Tenney & Co. No one noticed the spark 
fall, but the wholeisland was soon ablaze. 

It was this spark that caused the great- 
est loss, Quickly jumping across the 
amall strotch of water separating the island 
from the mainland the flames gained a foot- 
ing in Nelson, Tenney & Co.’s lumber yard, 
where there was piled some ten million feet 
of lumber. The fire fairly walked through 
the yard and into that of E. W. Backus & 
Co, adjoining. By this time it was impos- 
sible to stop it, even had the whole fire de- 
partment been on hand. 

Great embers flew througt the air, and 
started fires mauy blocks beyond the places 
where the firemen were at work. The 
flames were simply irresistible, Beyond 
the lumber yard were the two mills belong- 
ing to E. W. Backus & Co, Of these 
nothing remains but the smoke stacksanda 
mass of twisted machinery and charred 
timbers. 

J. B. Chattenton’s post mill went the 
way of the others, as did the sash and 
door factories of Fulton & Libbey and J. W. 
Wilcox & Co, 

At the corner of Marshall-street and 
Thirtecath avenue, northeast, stood the 
mammoth brewery of the Minneapolis 
Brewing Company. This, it seemed, must 
surely go,butat this time the wind chang- 
ed and although the brewery was sur- 
rounded by wooden buildings it was saved, 
and it is the only structure between the 
river and Marshall-street, a distance of 
three blocks, that escaped the fire. 

The change in the direction of the wind 
imperilled the lumber yards and mills on 
the west side of the river and they were 
almost at the mercy of the flying sparks 
and embers. 

The employes, however, succeeded in 
keeping the sparks from setting fire to the 
yards, Along the cast bank of the river 
are located the mills and lumber yards, 
which were burned, while east of them were 
located many stores and residences. Most 
of them were frame buildings occupied by 
employes of the mills and laboring men. 
Few owned their dwellings aud their prin- 
cipal losses will be their personal effects.

About 6 o’clouk the fire jumped the river, 
and for‘some time the west side sawmills 
district was in great danger. Fortunately 
the flames were extinguished before much 
damage was done. At 10 o'clock to-night 
the east side runs were still ablaze, but the 
fire is under control. 

Hundreds of people are either the re- 
cepients of charity or are sleeping in the 
open air to-night. Many saved only the 
clothes on their backs. 

Between the Plymouth and 20th-avenues 
north bridges on the east side of the river 
thore jute outinto the rivera point of land 
upon which some hundred people, princi- 
pally laborers and sawmill hands reside.

SUNK IN LAKE ONTARIO, 
The Crew tench we Whh 
able Dittoulty, 


Rocuester, N.Y., Aug. 14.—The worst 
storm of the season was experienced on the 
lake in the vicinity of Charlotte between 
9 o'clock Saturday evening ‘and 4 o’olock 
yesterday morning. 

The wind blew a hurricane froin the 
northwest and then veered about four 
points northward, making a tremendous 
heavy cross sea, 

About 25 miles out the schooner Laura, 
from Oswego to Toronto, loaded with 700 
tons of coal, sprunga leak at about 11.30 
o'clock and despite the utmost efforta of 
the crew, went down at 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

Beside the captain and mate there were 
four hands and a womau,  #ho acted as 
stewardess on board. The crew succeeded 
in launching a bout and all lett in safety 
before the vessel sank. 

They used a coat syread on an oarasa sail 
and steored for Charlotte, and after six and 
a half hours of hard work reached thie life 
saving station none the worse for the 
disaster. 

Captain Doyle and his crew met the boat 
some distance out and towed it 
to the pier. The crew of the 
achooner were taken care of by the life- 
sayers, 

Tho Lavra was a emall schooner belong- 
ing to the Matthews Company’s line of To- 
ronto. She was valued at $3000, and her 
cargo of 700 tons of coal was worth about 
$3000 more. There was no insurance. 

The boat was commanded by Samuel 
Markeson of Hamilton, The following is 
the crew: Mate, Robert Cools; hands, A. 
Steen, William Thorn, Thomas Fisher, 
William T, Dougherty; stewardess, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Mallett, All are from Toronto. 

The boat bas not been out of the 
dry dock three months aad was considered 
entirely seaworthy. It is supposed that 
the action of the waves wrenched some of 
the timbers loose. 

It is anid thatthe Laura is the first boat 
ever lost by Captain Markeson. The cup- 
tain and his men and Mrs, Mallett started 
for Toronto last eynning by tho steamer 
Carmona.

THE CAPSIZING OF (HE VICTORIA. 


Was It ue to Defective Design or Con- 
atruction, 


Lonpon, Aug. 14.--On the highest au- 
thority it is learned that the Goyernment 
hos decided to hold an inquiry into the 
causes which led to the capsizing of the 
Victoria after she had been in collision 
with the Camperdown.

The fore and aft parts of the burning ves- 
sol wore full of people imploring assistance 
and the central portion of the vessel was 
like the crater of a volcano, Uhe shurks 
camein droves and hundreds of them could 
be seen around the blazing steamer, 

A fireman succeeded in reaching one of 

the overturned boats and righted her. He 
then went to the others and managed to 
et two more of them on an even keel. 
“hey wore all kept atadistance and every- 
body wio wanted to get into them had to 
run the gauntlet of sharks. 
persons escaped aud reached shore after 16 
hours of hard rowing. 

They at once telegraphed for assistance 
and the steamer San Antonia was sevt out. 
When she reached the derelict three ( *hinese, 
more dead than alive, were fouud in the 
rigging. The masts were of steel. This 
made the total saved 101. 

Inclading officers and crew there were 
283 people on board, so the sharks and 
flames muat have devoured 182 ‘The San 
Juan was towed into Manilla, still on fire.

what can be gathered from remarks of 
the judges it fs safe to say that Oanada will 
occupy no second place in this very Im- 
portant department. Manitoba hard 
wheat has excited uaolverasl admiration 
of all the jadges, and fb is quite 
posalble, in fact even probable that 
fn this class of grain Oanada will beat 
the world. Mr. R.S. Hodgins, of Lucan, 
Ont., Superintendant of Agriculture for 
Oanada at the Fafr, is the only Oanadian 
jadge in the department of agricultural 
proper. Mr, Hodgins, however, is a com- 
petent man, and commands the respect of 
his fe'low jurors to quite as great an extent 
as oor exhibits have commanded the anl- 
versal admiration of visitors. 

In the department of Fisheries the Com- 
mittee of Jurors presided over by L. Z. 
Joncas, M.P., of Quebec, is well advanced 
with {ts labors.

The Uanadian exhibit Is by 
all means the moat attractive In the Fisher 
fes Building, and the gold medals for the 
most complete and attractive exhibit will 
ie all probability be awarded to the Domin- 
on. 

In horticulture we stand an excollend 
chance of coming ont firat In many /mport- 
ant lines. Canada has the only exhibit of 
vegetables at the fair, and will of course 
come out with flying colors in thia line. In 
the fruit departmeat we will give Oalifornia 
and other famous frult growlog states a 
close race for first place in nearly every 
branch except oranges and bannanas, 

Our display io the Mines Balilding ts pro- 
nounced second only to New South Wales 
{o appearance, and In variety {t ls admitted 
to be ahead of any other. 

Canada's record at the Centennial when 
she swept the board In cattle, will, in all 
probability, be repeated at the World's Co- 
lambian Exposition. Oatario proposes to 
do nobly in this department, as she has 
done to all others. There are now entered 
for competition, in cattle three hundred and 
forty seven animals, iacluding : Shorthorns 
97, Herefords 39, Galloways 37, Devons 28, 
Jerseys 23, Holsteins 15, and Ayrshires 
108. In horses elghty-two animals, inclad- 
ing ; standard tr>ttera 2, thoroughbreds 17, 
Cleveland bays 3, C'ydeedale stallions 49, 
Saffolk puoch 2, Hackney 6, and Americo. 
arab 8. In poultry 1916 birds, including 
cocks 283, hens 296, cockerels 278, pallets 


| 293, and pens 750. There are also between 


400 and 600 sheep, and a considerable num- 
ber of pigs. From the Province of Quebec 
thero are entries for fifty head of cattle, 
inclading Guernseys 2, Herefords 8, Aber- 
deen Avgus 11, Ayrshires 29. Horses, 43 
animals, foclading : French coach 8, French 
draught 1, Percherons 11, Thoroughbreds 
5, Clydes 11, Shires 1, and Standard trot- 
ters 3. The Northwest Torrltorles have 
entered one Olydesdale stallion and one 
hackoey in the horse competition.

Miss Thurston was a good swimmer, 
Last Wednesday she, with her two sisters, 
entered the water ata point in front of 
their home near the head of the harbor. 
When the two younger women were dis- 
covered floundering in water beyond thoir 
dept’ Miss Tharston promptly went to 
their rescue, and after a most desperate 


struggle succeeded in getting them into

Her father,who had been summoned from

Bracesringy, Ont., Aug. 15,—Another 
name hos been added to the already long 
list of suinmer tourists who have lost their 
lives in Muskoka. Yesterday three 

oung men named W. Powell, Frank 

irritte and F. Raymond, who are mombers 
of the Toronto Junction Piscatorial Club, 
which 1s camped 11 strong at the junction 
of the Moon and Mueq agen Rivers, attempt- 
ed turun Brown's Rapids on the Musquash 
in their canoe, 

The canoe upset near the foot of the 
rapids and the occupanta were pitched out 
into the seething, boiling torrent. 

Powoll and Raymond succeeded in reach- 
ing shore safely. The latter had a very 
close call; ho had sunk twice, but on rising 
for the thied time his head struck a log, 
around which he throw bis arms and man- 
aged to hold until he gained the bank. 

In the meantime Pirritte had clambered 
onto the upturned canoe and had floated 
over to within 20 feet of the opposite shore, 
His companions signalled to him and he 
avawered back with a wave of his hand and 
smiled as if all was right.

THE COUNTY GRAVEL ROADS, 


The System Commended—A Tribute to 
the Late Mr, Farnham. 


Mapoo, Aug. 12, 18938 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

My Dear Sir,—Allow me to call atben- 
tion briefly to the late Timothy Farnham, 
superintendent of roads and bridges for the 
Oounty of Hastings. Nob many persons 
in the county have had:a more Intimate 
knowledge of Mr. Farnham in his capacity 
of superintendent of gravel roads than my- 
self, 1b was about '68 or '69 (1 think) that 
he was appointed; previous to that keeping 
the gravel roads in repair was either let 
out by contract per yard for broken stone 
or gravel or by divisions at so much per 
mile. That system was found to work 
unsatisfactorily for saveral reasons, Oon- 
tractors required a clags of supervision that 
{n such work could not be met and the cost 
was elther too much or work badly done. 
With Mr, Farnham’s appointment the sys- 
tem was changed to the one now carried 
out. It was adopted by a bare majority of 
the Oouncll, for there was a atrong feellng 
with many against it. Let—Ib might cost 
more—surely as much. 2nd— It took away 
a sort of patronage by which parties secured 
contracts or got jobs, I was strongly In ite 
favor, but knew the success of the system 
depended on the “‘right man in the right 
place.” Iam quite satisfied now, tn look- 
ing back, that ib would not have had a 
chance If {t had not been looked upon as a 
kind of experiment by both opponents and 
supporters—tho firat feeling sure ib would 
fail, the others hoping for its success. Mr. 
Farnham commenced the work, organized 
gangs of mep, sesured competent foremen 
and then throw himeelf heart and soul into 
the work, The Gravel Ruad Committee ot 
thab year kept oareful track of the 
exponditures, and the result waé thab fo 
their report ab the last meeting of the 
County Council for that year ib was seb 
forth that the work done had cont the coun- 
ty about half what had been paid under 
the contract system. The opponents claim- 
ed the tesb was nob falr, that extra efforts 
had been made, etc., eto., that could nob 
be kept up. ‘The resvlb was the second 
yoar was made a furthor test and was alike 
satisfactory and has remalned—wieely, I 
am sure —the policy of the County Oounoll 
since. My objects prinolpally in writing 
this communication are; lat—To point oud 
tho Imperative peed of a competent man to 
fill Mr. Faroham’s place, and Increasingly 
so since the bridges have been added bo the 
roads. 2nd—To call attention to the fact 
that the late Mr. Farnham was the ‘right 
mav in the right place,” aud that no oftio- 
clal In this county ever more faithfally 
served Its Interest in the position fn which 
ho was placed than the late superintendent, 
The County has lost a faithful, honest and 
competent servanh and, with many others, 
I have lost a highly valued friend. 

I hope that no dealro to merely sorve 
some friend, porsonal or political, wi!l pre- 
vent the selection of the best avallable men 
to fill hia place.

Amorioan Prose Comments, 

New Yorn, Aug, 17.—The local papers 
comment editorially on the Behring Sea 
decision as follows: 

‘The Herald says: This country may well 
be satisfied with the decision of the Beh- 
ring Sea arbitrators, given in Paris yester- 
day. Itis against the United States on 
every claim to exclusive right. \ But it calla 
for the protection of seals hy the joint 
action of this country and Great Britain, 
and protection is the substantial advantage 
we have been seeking. 

The World says: The deoijsion gives to 
the Government and to its lonsec, the fur 
company, all that was rightly asked, It 
only remains for the two intereated coun- 
tries to carry out the provisions. The tri- 
banal has decided against us, but the con- 
tention was practically abandoned by Mr. 
Blaine and by our counsel on the argu- 
ment, 

The Sun says: So faras the position taken 
by the United States in the Behring Sea 
affair was the outcome of a humane pur- 
pose it has been sustained by the decision 
of the tribunal of arbitration. So far as it 
may have originally been pronpted by a 
desire to secure a monopoly of the seal tur 
trade for an American company it has been 
pronounced untenable, 

The U.S. Should Be Satistied, 


The Times says: So far as one oan judge 
as to tho working of the regulations adopt- 
ed, there is every reason why the United 
States should be entirely satistied with the 
conclusion of the Board of Arbitration. 
It was not desirable that the 
clear and well-established principles regard- 
ing maritime jurisdiction and the freedom 
of the seas should be disturbed or confused 
to suit & particular exigency, and our Gov- 
ernment was put in the wrong in ever being 
made to contend for anything of the kind. 
It seems likely to obtain all that it ought 
ever to have asked for in a practical protec- 
tion of the sealing interests from the injury 
dono by indiscriminate pelagic hunting. 

Tho Tribune says: The decision ia a com- 
promise, with the technival rulings in favor 
of England and tho practical regulations 
for the protection of the fur seal wholly in 
the interest of the United States. 

The Recorder says: We have not wonall 
that we contended for in the Behring Sea 
question, but Great Britain bas less reason 
to be satisfied with the conclusions of the 
commission than we have. 

The Press says: The sum and substance 
of the decision is that England has gained a 
nominal success, while the United States has 
scored a real and actual triumph.

New York, Aug 
ney, the well-known authority on inter- 
national law, who has also made 
studies of the Behting Sea question, said 
“fv is absurd to the 
in any sense & victory in even the sinallest 
and most miserable degree, It is, in fact, a 
more potent defeat than appears upon the 
surface, The American right of dominion 
in Behring Sea and of exclusive control of 
seal fisheries within the geographical limits 
of the cession from Russia were clear and 
indisputab'e, In reason and right there 
was nothing to arbitrate. The result has 
deprived our country of dominion which it, 
with Russia, its predecessor, has enjoyed 
undisputed for nearly 100 yoars 

“Tho truckling and cowardice which 
have characterized our Government in this 
matter from the beginning of the contro- 
versy may be lost sightof in the clashing 
of the more clamorous politics and more 
assertive issues of the current hour, but 
the calm verdict of history will be one 
of contempt for the administrations which 
have permitted American interesta to 
become the plaything and football of Eu- 
ropean diplomatio methods, You will 
notice that I have used the word ‘admin- 
trations’ in the plural, Tho first term 
of President Grover Cleveland was the 
fountain from which sprang this national 
defeat and this wound to national interests 
and national honor, but, the subsequent 
administration was not wholly without 
fault. 

“The notion of arbitration had its origin 
in Mr. Cleveland's administration, and its 
result is a British victory. It ia to be said, 
however, that the state department under 
Mr, Binine in the next succeeding admini- 
stration continued the folly that Mr. Cleve- 
land’s administration had begun. The only 
manly words on the American sids were 
those of President Harrison, in which he 
held that our Government was constrained 
to forcible resistance to the claims asserted 
by the British and that this was demanded 
by the necessity of defending the tradition- 
al and long-established rights of the United 
States.” 
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Tho Conservatives Wreeted Hereford From 
the Gladatonianus, 


Lonpon, Aug. 17.—The election in Here- 
ford yesterday caused by retirement of 
W. H. Grenfell, Gladstoniau, resulted in 
the return of Mr, Radcliffe Cooke, Conserva- 
tive, who received 1504 votes against 1460 
cast for Sir Joseph Pully, Gladstonian, 

Mr. Grenfell retired because he disap- 
proved of the Government's attitude toward 
silver and ofthe admission of Irishmen to 
the Imperiaf Parliament, as contemplated 
by the Homie Rule bill. 

The Gjadstonian majority at the last 
general election was 127. In 1886 the Con- 
servatives won the seat by 265 majority. 
In 1885 the Gladstonians had 64 majority. 

Mr. W. H. Grenfell, late M.P. for Here- 
ford, who applied for the Chiltern Hun- 
dreds, owing to his being unable to con- 
tinue conscientiously his sepecrk of Mr. 
Gladstone's Government, iss better known 
in England as an athlete than a politician, 
Ho isa distinguished old Oxford blue, and 
has maintained his reputation since leaving 
the Varsity by rowing across the English 
Channel, sculling from Oxford to London in 


a day and twice swimming Niagara, For 
several years, too, he was the amateur 
punting champion of tho ‘names. 

Mr, Grenfell is also well-known as the 


hospitable host of the Oxford crew before 
the osunual race at his riveraide home ut 
Maidenhead, 

He was returned member for Salisbury in 
1880 and again in 1885. In 1890 ho contest- 
ed Windsor uvauccessfally, and he was re- 


turned for Hereford at the last general 
election. Mr. Grenfell is alsoa J.P. for 
Bucks and Berks, was High Sheriff for 


Bucks in 1889, und isa Deputy-Lieutenant 
for the Tower Hamlets. 

Mr. Grenfellin arecent interview said 
that he does not intend retiring dotinitely 
from public life. Ho will endeavor to ob- 
tain a constituency in Lancashire or York- 
shire, where the ourrency question 18 
better understood, 

Mr. Grepfell is also a journalist, and was 
one of the ‘‘specials’ of The Daily Tele- 
kraph inthe Soudan campaign. He was 
encainped in the rareba outside Suakim on 
the historic Sunday whew Sir John Me 
Neill’s force was sur prised and surrounded, 
and his fleetness of foot his life 
With characteristic sang froid he at first 
set out with fair heel and toe work, follow- 
ed atofew hundred yards by a party of 
blacks, who evidently esteewed him an easy 
capture and took things easy.

New York, Aug. 17.—In La Plata, the 
capital of the Province of Bueuos Ayres, 
war has practically broken out again, and 
this time itis betw en the revolutionary 
forces who drove out Governor Costa anid 
the Fedoral army. Notwithstanding the 
tact that 2200 revolutionary soldicrs were 
disarmed in that cityon Monday without 
making the slightest resiatance, there was 
hard fighting ou Monday night.

scheme was meterially modified in favor of 
Canada 

Tho American arbitrators, the Premier 
suid, declined to support the regulations on 
account of their being insufliciently severo 
to satisfy them, while Sir John Thompson 
opposed them fora directly opposite reason, 
The award therefore stood on the votes of 
Lord Hannen and the three neutral arbi- 
tratora, 

I am informed from a reliable Bource that 
ex-United Stutes Minister Foster expressed 
himself as much dissatisfied, Senator Mor- 
gan was satisfied in scarcely any point, 
while Justico Harlan said the result was 
more advantageous than expected,

Baron deo Couroel’s Closing Speech. 


Lonpon, Aug. 18,—The Paris corres- 
pondent of The Times quotes a passag: 
from the speech of Baron de Courcel in 
closing the session of the Behring Sea Tri- 
bunal as worthy of preservation. Baron 
de Cource) said: 

**We have sought to maintain intact the 
fundamental principle of this august right 
ot peoples— which extends like the vault of 
the sky about all nations, and borrows 
from the laws of nature itself to protect one 
people of the earth against another—and to 
inculcate in them principles of mutual good- 
will. 

Tuterests DiMoult to Copoiliate, 


“In the regulations we were entrusted to 
elaborate we had to decide between diver- 
Kent rights and interests which it was diffi- 
cult to conciliate, The Governments of the 
United States and Great Britain promised 
with good grace to accept and carry out our 
decision. Our voluntary engagement should 
leave no regreta on the part of either one of 
them, although we have asked of both what 
they will perhaps regard as serious sacri- 
fices, This part of our work consists of in- 
novation. Hitherto the nations had agreed 
to leave outside of all special legislation 
the vast domain of the seas, yet the sea, 
after the land has become small for men, 
who, like the hero Alexander, and not less 
ardent in work than he in glory, display 
their energies in a world too narrow. 


The First Attempt of Its Kind, 

“Our work is the first attempt toshare the 
products hithorto undefined of the ocean by 
48 roling to be applied to goods which have 
escaped every otlier law except that of the 
first comer, If the attempt succesds it 
will undoubtedly be followed by numerous 
imitations until the entire planet, on the 
waters as on the continents, shall have be- 
come the object of jealous division. Then 
Perhaps the conception of property will 
change among men.” 


Well Received in Amerion, 

Lonpon, Aug. 18.—The Times says: ‘The 
Bebring Sea award appears to have been re- 
ceived in the spirit weunticipated. America 
herself, one of the powers that have played 
a chief part in the elaboration of a system 
of international law, and whose destiny 
seems to pointtoa yet wider development 
of her power on the seas, must in the long 
run feel that a recognition of any limits to 
the right of free navigation would be pre- 
judicial to her permanent welfare, even 
though those limits might even be Tecog- 
nized im the first instance in a manner 
favoruble to herself,” 

Lhe writer contends that it is the policy 
of Lord Salisbury, and not that of Mr 
Bliine, which is justified by the award. He 
adinits that America got the better of it on 
the practical queation of the method of 
hunting seals, nod says it seoms hard that 
one system of slaughter should he super- 
vised while the other is not. He adds that 
perhaps it would be too much to hope thas 
the advice ofa temporary suspension of 
hunting will be taken, although the sugges:

TWO CANADIAN SEALERS SEIZED 


The Ainoka and Minnie Seized by Kussia 
for Alleged Ponobing 


Vicronis, B.C., Aug. 18

Phis morning 
schooner Viva came into port 
and announced the seizure of the Victoria 
sealers Ainoka aud Minnie, and also two 
American sealers, by a Russian man-ol-war

THE WILD MAN OF BETHEL 


A Wild, Unkempt Lunatic Appears in 
Thurlow Township, 

Residents in the neighborhood of Bethel 
In the tenth concession of Thurlow are ex- 
clted over the appearance of a strange man 
in that locality, who acts as if he were in- 
save.

He is 
described as being only half clad in tattered 
clothing, with uakempt halrand beard. He 
usually sits in the middle of the road ¥lth 
his feet croased under him. None of the 
residents ever remomber having seen the 
man before. The authorities will invest!- 
gate the matter. 


America’s First Bell. 

In Uhicago there is a bell exhibited with 
a wonderfal history. lt {s about the aslze 
of a railroad restaurant dinner bell. It fs 
a dark greenlsh-brown iu color aud bears 
on one alde the letter F. Itis placed In a 
show case with several other rellos, bub it 
is the most precious of the lot. 1b is the 
firat bell that was ever rung across the 
waters of the new world. It was the 
church bell of Isabella, the clty founded 
by Columbus in San Domingo in 1492. This 
{s the story of the bell. lt {1s bronze, of 
excellent workmanship and was presented 
to the church In Isabella by K(ng Ferdin- 
and. In 1494 the discovery of gold in the 
mountains of Oaba caused a general move- 
ment toward the Interior, and everything 
porlable was removed to the new tower at 
this place. The olty was destroyed by an 
earthquake fn 1664. More than 800 years 
afterwards, in 1868, a shepherd who was 
nosing around among the ruins found this 
bell near the tower among some* tangled 
vines. A big tree growing near by had 
thrust {ts branches into the rained bell 
tower and had by growth forced the bell 
from {ta place and held ibin the tree.

fine of not less than $10. Several convio- 
tlons have lately been had under this section 
of the Pont Office Act, and postmasters are 
requested to exerolse the utmost vigtlance 
to prevent frauds of this character. A quea- 
tlon having boon ralsed several times lately 
as to the postage rate on cut flowers, post- 
masters haye been informed that oub flowers 
are classed as fifth class matter, rate 1 cent 
per ounce.

A GUARD OVER NAPOLEON. 


A Contenarian Veteran. 

There is now living at Basingstoke, Bog 
land, an old soldier who kept guard over 
Napoleon the Great av Sb. Helena, James 
Smith, for such is his name, was born at 
Basiogatoke on Februsry 3rd, 1792, so that 
he fa now in his 1020d year. On the 3rd 
of November, 1808, he enlisted In the 6€-h 
Regiment of Foot (now the Berkshire Reglt- 
ment) and was sent to Parkhurst Barracks, 
Isle of Wight, the 66sh being then quartar- 
ed at that place. In March 1809, the regl- 
ment was ordered to Trincomalee, in the 
island of Ceylon. They sailed in tho Mar- 
quess of Wollesley’s, ‘East Indiaman,” and 
landed In September 1809, remaining there 
till March, 1814, The regiment was then 
ordered to Fort William, Bengal. In 
October of the same year he married a 
native woman, shortly after which event 
the regiment was ordered to Dinapore and 
the Nepaul Mountains. After the dispute 
with the Nepaulese had been settled, the 
regiment was ordered to Cawnpore, where 
they lost over 800 mep from what was then 
called ‘*the plague,” but which the Basing- 
stoke centenarian describes as belng like 
the present Inflaenza, he himself having 
been attacked by it. From Oawnpore the 
regiment was ordered, February, 1517, to 
St. Helena, to keep guard over Napoleon. 
On the way down the river to the polnt of 
embarkation his first dcaghter, who now re- 
sldes with him and keeps his little thatched 
cottage tidy, was born. The regiment om- 
barked in three transports on March 17th, 
1817, and reached Sb. Helena after a voy- 
age of ninety-elght days. After being at 
Sb. Helena for a year and a half, Smith ac- 
cldentally broke his wrist, which, belng Im- 
properly set, produced a contraction of the 
muscles of the hand. He was, therefore, 
declared unfit for further military service, 
and was ordered to England for discharge. 
James Smith reached England tn tho early 
part of 1820, recelving no pension. 
then came to Basingstoke, and after work- 
ing on the turnpike roads for twenty-six 
years he obtained an appolatment as rural 
postman, the wages belng 14s, a week. He 
was then fifty-four years of age, and con- 
tinued {in this employment for twenty-one 
years and alx month travelling sixteou 
miles a day for the whole period, a total 
distance of 128,560 miles. Smith rotired 
from the Post Office service at the ago of 
seventy-six, on the compassionate allow- 
ance of 3s. 6d. a week. Belng over the 
age Imit ab the time of joluing the Post 
Office Service, he was nob entitled to a pen- 
salon. The veteran retains fall possession 
of his mental faculties bub is weak ln body.

BROOKLYN, Aug, 18.—Rev, Dr, Tual- 
mage to-day chose for his subject, “A 
Bold Challence,” the text being Romans 
8: 84, **Who is He that condemnueth? It 
is Christ that died, yea, rather that is 
risen again, Whois even at the right 
hand of Ged, Who also maketh inter- 
cession for us.” 

“This is the last 
preach,” sald Christmas Evans 
18th of June, 1888, Three days after- 
ward he expired. Ido not know what 
his text was, but Lknow that no man 
could choose a better theme—though he 
know it was the Jast time he should ever 
preach—than the subjectfouud in this 
text, 

Paul flung this challenge of the text 
to the feet of all ecclesiastical and civil 
authority. He feared neither swords nor 
lions, earth nor hell. Diocletian slew 
uncounted thousands under his admin 
istration, and the world lias been full of 
persecution; but all the persecutors 
of the world could not affright Paul. 
Was it because he was_ physically 
strong? Oh, no. Isuppose he was very 
muc; Weakened by exposure and mal- 
treatinent, Was it because he was lack- 
ing in sensitiveness?

Hon. John Haggart, Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals, whose excellent work In 
making recelpte and expenditures on the 
Intercolonial railway balance, has also done 
highly satisfactory work on the Prince Ed- 
ward Island Railway, which has been a 
costly institution. Last yearthe earnings 
amounted to $162,691, and the working ex- 
ponses to $226,421, or a defcit of $66,731.

Troops Ordered Out 

Lonpow, Aug. 21.—The situation in 
South Wales owing to the coal strike has 
not improved. The strikers made repeater 
attacks on the collieries Saturday and 
numbers of strikers, workers and police 
were injured in the conflict. The district 
was pretty excited. Saturday. Great 
military and police precautions have been 
takon, aud the serioudnésd of the situation 
van be judged by tht Sfact that the coal 
owners huve asked for /2000 infantry and 
1000 cavalry to protect the collieries and 
the working colliers. Over 700 infantry 
have left Plymouth in trains for the 
Rhondda Valley, and 600 others will pro- 
ceed to-day. The desperate measures 
which the men are taking in order to coerce 
the coal owners were shown yesterday 
when a body of strikers endeavored to stop 
the work of the colliery which alone sup- 
plies the Pontypridd Gas Works,in order to 
putthe town in darkness; while to-day 
stones were found on the railway line which 
evidently had been placed there by the 
strikers. Tho district has the appearance 
of being in a state of siege. 

Sentinels are stationed on the hill tops 
and round the collieries to announce the ap- 
proach of the strikers to the troops. The 
polica are guarding the collieries, of which 
less than 20 out of 204 are now working. 
The working collieries are chiefly in the 
Ebbwvale district, and the strikers an- 
nounce their intention of marching there on 
to-day 50,000 strong to stop work. 

Riotous scenes are expected owing ton 
decision of the owners not to pay the strik- 
ing haulers who origivated the trouble. The 
mine owners appear to be resolute in their 
refusal to concede the 20 per cent. advanco 
of wages demanded. It is estimated that 
the men have already lost £300,000 in 
wages, while the output of the collieries, 
which normally is 23,000,000 tons, has 
fallen to 2,000,000.

TARIFF WAR UNCHANGED 





The Russian Landowners and 
jn Thad Way, 


Vonsantry 


Berwin, Aug. 21,—-The toriff war re- 
Mains in status quo, Concurrent advices 
from every commercial centre show that 
Russia is foeling the pinch of war 
severely. Throughout Southern Russia 
the prices of all grains aro falling. 
Good rye, which cost 75 copecks per 
pood to produce, is selling at the same 
price. ‘Tho cost of production threatens to 
shortly exceed the market value. The 


landowners, whoare weighed down with 
debts inourred through the grain famine of 
last yoar, can neither raise further loans to 
pay the instalments of their debts now 
due, nor sell their grain at a price that will 
permit them to meet their obligations. 

Dr. Witte, the Russian Minister of 
Finance, has summoned to St. Petersborg 
the chief provincial treasurers to confer 
with the directors of the Imperial Bank of 
Russia on moasuress to assist tho distressed 
landowners and farmers, The landowners 
have petitioned the Government to support 
their appeal to the Jand banks for six 
months’ grace to meet their engagements. 

The Novoe Vremia of St, Petersburg 
says that the Russian peasantry, who have 
had only one good harvest ip three years, 
find their prospects of recuperation blasted 
by tariff war. 

Geu, Von Kaltenboure-Stachan, Prussian 
Minister of War, is reported to have re- 
signed his office. The sanitary commission 
in Berlin announces that ilespite the exces- 
sive heat the public health is goed. Only 
a few cases of cholorine are reported, and 
the general sanitary condition of the city 
has been improved greatly. 

The Duke of Saxe-Coburg, who has been 
ill for several weeks, is comotose. He has 
been sinking slowly since yesterday morn- 


ing. 

“Prince Bismarck received at his villa in 
Kessivgen to-day a crowd of admirers from 
Frankfort.

The general understanding is that the Em- 
peror is preparing to stand behind Italy inher 
determination to obtuin satisfaction from the 
French Government. The accounts of the 
massacre which have beon telegraphed at 
length from Italian sources to the Berlin 
press are quite diferent froin the French 
dispatches 

The idea fostered by the French atate- 
ment was that about 200 French working 
men and as many Ttaliane, after mutual 
provocation, did some hot fighting, which 
resulted iu the killing of wounding of the 
most belligerent combatants. In fac’ 
the Frenchmen numbered early mn 
thoveand, whilo there were but a 
hundred aud fifty Italians About 
400 of the Frenchmen were arined with re- 
volvers or rifles. ‘They marched down to 
salt works, where the Italians were employ- 
ed, with the avowed intention of driving 
thom out, ifnot worse, For a short time 
the police made w# pretence of protecting 
the Italians, but they were so half-hearted 
in their measures that the Italiana becaine 
convinced that they tuse take care of 
themselves and hurried to a farm house 
near tho salt works. ‘The nol: followed. 

The Italians barricaded the doors, Tho 
Frenchmen surrounded the house and held 
it in a state of sicge for hours, while sloot- 
ipg at every mau who slowed himeclf be- 
fore a window. 

A company of polico were present, but 
exervited little influence on the mob, be- 
cause the officer in charge refused to let 
them fire on the attacking parties.  Even- 
tually the police advised the Itelians ro 
leave tho house and run for their 
lives to the town, The Italians accopted 
this advice, They broke in groups 
from the rear door fought their way ax beat 
they could through the crowds of rioters 
and ren for their lives across country or on 
the highway towards Aigues-Mortes, 

This waa the opportunity ef the man- 
hunters, ‘They started in purenit nure- 
strained by the police, and beat down with 
clubs or shot the Italians wherever 
captured The hunt was continued through 
the streets of thetown. TheTItalians were 
beaten to death within 100 yards of the 
police station. T'women were shot dead in 
front of the Mayor's office. © Hanlly 
a dozen of the 150 Italians ure believed Co 
have escaped injury. Yet ducing all this 
not even acompany of infantiy was called 
out, 

Only after the slaughter was complete 
did the troops appear. Froin the roads and 
marshes between argues, motes and the 
farm house and from the streets of the 
town forty-five dead bodies of Italians have 
been collected. Sixty-five Italisns all 
severely and a few mortally wounded 
have been taken to the hos- 

itals, Some twenty-five or thirty 
talians aro missing, Some of them 
are supposed to lie dead in the marshes or 
under brush, others to have fled the coun- 
try. 

The iutensity of the feeling excited ut the 
court as well as throughout the empire by 
the narrative of these events is revealed in 
the bitter leaders of the Germun press. 
The consensus of opinion among German 
editors is that the massacro was the result 
of barbarous French nativism and chan- 
Vinism, The plea of a workingmen’s quar- 
rol over taliam competition is 
dismissed as a  wortliless excuse 
by the German press, which profess to find 
the true reason of the French outhienk 
against the Ltalisns in France's hatred of

Itis not in Rome alone that the popular 
indignation that the Italians ux 
gross breach of international comity ts flad- 
jing vent in demonstrations that are evidently 
inteaded ree the Gov: 
demanding an apolocy fre France for the 
attack upon Italians aud the payment of an 
indomnity. Riots directed against the French 
have occurred in many of the provinelal 
towns and the situation is vonsidored ox- 
cecdingly grave, 

The most serious outbreak of populnr feel- 
ing agalinat the Freneh occurred in this city 
last night, when a booting inob attempted to 
burn the Frevch ombassy. Someof the riot 
ora carried Gans of petroleum The autbori- 
ties had anticipated that an attack might be 
attempted on the embassy, and o strong 
force of troops wos detailed to guard the 
building. 

Tho rioters, bowever, attempted to carry 
threats to burn the embassy not- 
withstanding the presence of the soldiers. 
They refused to disperse, and the soldiers 
charged upon therm several times and wouud- 
ed many with their sabres.

great heat, which bas been really awolter- 
ing on the Solent, and the Queen will be 
rejoiced Lo get away to the bracing air of 
Deeside. Osborne ia a trying residence in 
tke height of summer, and overy one regu- 
larly gots to somo oxtent upatrung there 
during August, The Queen's own rooms, 
which are on the topmost floor of the 
yavilion, are the coolest part of the house, 
Bae Her Majesty neually breakfasted and 
passed the whole morning cither in the 
marquees, which have been placed in 
various slady spots near the house, or in 
the large chalot in the grounds, which aro 
very pleasant in hot weather and to which 
the Queen drives in a donkey chair daily. 
Tho drive has been taken after toa at a 
later hour than usual, and the Queen has 
soveral times gone instead for a two hours’ 
sailin the Alberta, embarking from the 
private pier about half-past 5. The Queen 
usually limited her drives to the park, 
which is quiet and comparatively cool. 
The Osborne demesne is very well wooded, 
and there jaa private drive eight milos 
long, which affords overy variety of scenery 
—the Solent, with the Hampshire coast be- 
yond, hill and valley, wood and lawn. 

The Prince of Wales began the cure at 
Homburg on Friday, and intends to stay 
there until Sept, 7, and then will probably 
go to Denmark for a week before he returns 
to England. 

The Emperor to Vielt Metz 

Tho arrangements for the forthcoming 
visit of the German Emperor to Metz have 
now been completed. His Majeaty will ar- 
rive on Sunday, Sept. 3, and will ride at 
once to the man@uvring ground, Ban St. 
Martin, where an open air service will be 
celebrated for the whole Sixteenth Army 
Corp, He will then make his formal entry 
into the city on horseback and will be re- 
ceived at the Moselle Gate by the municipal 
authorities and be escorted by them to the 
esplanade where the statute was erecteil 
last year to his grandfather. The troops 
will then march past, after which the Em- 
peror will go by train to Courcelles station, 
Which is within a few hundred yarda of 
Chateau d'Urville, where he will reside 
with his suiteand probably with his uncle, 
the Grand Duke of Baden, the other 
princely guests being lodged in Metz itself. 
On Monday, Sept. 4, there will be a review 
of the Sixteenth Army Corps, 

The Duke and the Alderahot Command 

I understand that the Duke of Connaught 
was most anxious that nothing should be 
done to press his claims to the Aldershot 
command, It happened, however, that no 
one was available with strouger claims than 
himeelf, but it was not until presaure had 
been put upon him to accept the appoint. 
ment that he allowed himself to be nomin- 
ated as Sir Evelyn Wood's successor, Tho 
Duke of Connaught is a very keen soldier, 
and he will be quite in his eiement at the 
head of the First Army Corps, but he re- 
cognizes that tho place entails great re- 
aponsibilities, and for the next year or two 
it will be his endeavor to devote himself 
almost exclusively to military duties, 

Intimidation In the ¢ ombions, 

There was something of a scene in the 
lobby of the House of Commons on Friday 
night, in consequence of Mr. Leveson Gower 
attempting to prevent Mr. Storey from 
voting against the Government, aud IT hear 
an irate member from Sunderland has since 
complained in forcible terms to the junior 
whips, his official superiors, at the same 
time warning them that. they may expoct 
very serious trouble if the present system 
of intimidation is continued. It is notorious 
in the House that a certain Cabinet Minis- 
ter has been very active in bullying doubt- 
ful members, but it is only by the most 
severe pressure that the Government ma- 
jority can now be kept together. I hear 
that Mr, O’Conor Don has repeatedly 
expressed himeelf of late as utterly 
against the Home Rule bill and the policy 
of the present Government, and he poreiste 
in declining to have anything to do with 
either section of the Irish Nationalist party 


at Westmioster. He remains ao Home 
Ruler, it is true, in principle, but a Na- 
tionalist of the respectable typo of Mr, 


Butt. Mr. O'Conor Don was, I believe, 
not unwilling to take part in the great 
gathering at Albert Hall, but would only 
have done so on condition that he would be 
allowed to declare himselfa Home Ruler 
on principle, and as this was deemed scarce- 
ly advisable on such an o 
fell through

There was no man, perhaps, who at one 
time was more regarded as an authority on 
tactics of the three arms than Genoral Sir 
Edward Hamley, who died the other day at 
Portchester Terrace at the comparatively 
early age of sixty-nine. As an author on 
the operations of war and as commandant 
of the staff college, General Hamley occu 
pied for many years a position in the army 
which was almost unique, and when he 
went out to Egypt tocommand a division 
In the war of 1882 everybody made certain 
that he would return home if spared with 
full honors, but somehow or other mattors 
went wrong in Egypt betweon Sir Edward 
and his chief There were stories of mis 
understandings, and these culminated in a 
"Nineteenth Century” paper, in which the 
arrangoments of the Arabi campaign wore 
brought to light in unaparing language It 
was seen from that moment thatthe profes 
sional career of Genoral Hamley was at an 
end, and so it turned out Liko the high 
minded, honest, independent man he was, 
Hamley himaclf felt that he had 
committed an error of judgment, and never 
pressed his claims to re-employment

Tread- 
well corrorborates Rumble’s statements 
After learning of Curtis’ arrest Rumble 
snys he determined to keep out of the case 
upless the actor should be convicted. He 
changed hia mind, however, and has writ- 
ten to Curtis’ attorney offering to come 
here and testify. 

M. B. Curtis, the actor, on trial for the 
murder of Policeman Grant testified in his 
own behalf to-day, He told how he had 
left the theatre with over $200 in his 
pocket. On Fifth-streot an unknown man 
struck himonthe head and robbed him, 
when Officer Grant came along and arrested 
them both. Curtis said he did not shoot 
Grant, and that he never carried a pistol 
unless when traveling. 


THREE ACCIDENTS AT HAMILTON. 


Two May Prove Fatal—A Painter’s Mar- 
velous Escape. 


HAmivton, Aug. 23.—A_ commercial 
traveler named Dunn, aged 33, of London 
fell from a Grand Trunk train while it was 
running ata high rate of speed ten miles 
east of this city about 2.30 yesterday. 
He sustained severe injuries, tha’ extent of 
which are not yet discovered. Tho unfor- 
tupate mau was not discovered for an hour 
anda balf. He was brought to this city 
on the 6.50 p.m. accommodation, then con- 
veyed to the city hospital. 

Jammed Through a Door, 

Edward Crofton, painter, 40 Elgin-street, 
employed in the Hamilton Street Railway 
stables in Stuart street, met witha very 
peculiar accident yesterday afternoon. No 
serious results are expected, but it is mar- 
velous how he escaped with so little hurts. 
He was at work near one of tho 
heavy doors through which the cars pass. 
Directly behind him a motor car was un- 
dergoing some slight oyerbauling. The 
current was turned five notches on, but 
the connecting pole was not touching the 
wire, Through some unexplained accident 
the pole was released, the current entered 
the motorand drove Crofton againat the 
door, It smashed a =part of the door to 
kindling wood, and Crofton was held 
there for some time before the car which 
had left the track could be pushed 
back and he could be released. He was 
taken home in a buggy and it is thought 
will soon be around again. 

Terrible if Not Fatal Injuries, 

A man named McVey, aged 59, a mill- 
manemployed at Gurney’s stove works, 
while engaged in his work at 4 p.m. yes- 
terday, fell on a machine for cleaning 
castings. His leg was caught in the co 
wheels and crushed, his spine injured sed 
he sustained other terrible injuries, He 
was immediately taken to the hospital. It 
is extremely doubtful if he can survive.

Mortes massacre. The families of the 
victims, as well as the workingmen com- 
polled by the anti-Italian agitation to leave 

the district, will be fully indemnified.

At the same Lime, however, 
he expressed regret that such bitter anti- 
French manifestoes had been issued in Italy 
and that the French consulate in Messina 
had been attacked and injured by rioters.

TUE STRIKERS

LONDON, Aug. 24 Ihe march of the 
striking minors from the Rhondda Valley to 
Ebbw Vale, Wales, which began at teu 
o'clock Jast night, proved a coniplew fzzle 
The object of the strikers was t» force tho 
minora in the Ebbw Vale district, who aro 
still ac work, to loave the wijnes aud join the 
strikers, 

About 4000 mon were in line when the 
march began. Sbortly after the stert the 
more faiutboarted, baving in miod the pre- 
palations thatthe police and military bad 
mado to rep ess any attempt to creat dis- 
order, quietly fell out of line under cover of 
the darkuess and wade their. way back to 
their homes, Not many, miles bad been 
traversed before there was a more rapid 
dwindling in the number of the marobers, 
the men now openly doserting their com- 
rades, 

When those who had continued the march 
resched Merthyr Tydvil they were inet by a 
strong forey of police, who announced that 
thoy would warch the rest of the distance 
with them, This furthor damponed the ardor 
of the strikers,and a majority of them 
quietly wended their way back to the place 
from which they hed started. Only 200 of 
the 4000 thousabd men who bad started per- 
sistod in their determination to procecd, 

The police did not think it necessary to ac- 
compauy this small number, and conse- 
quently they were allowed to go aboad witn- 
outa police escort, It is evident they did 
not go fan however, for up to this evening 
bee bad not arrived at their alloged destina- 
tion, 

The non-union minera are still at work, 
Many of tho strikers in South Wales are

NEARLY FROZEN IN SUMMER. 


Jacobs Was Looked’ in a Cold-slorage 
Room and Rosoued Just tn Tim, 


New York, Aug. 24.—David Jacobs is 
lying very ill at hia home in Stapleford, 
8.1, from being accidentally locked up by 
one of his clerks in the cold-storage room of 
his meat depot, 513 West 52nd-street, this 
city, three weeks ago. He was so low on 
Monday that all the employes of his con- 
cern, the Buffalo Moat Company, were dis- 
missed and the place was closed. 

The clerk locked the refrigerating-room 
while his employer was 
stock of meats. He thoughc that Mr. 
Jacobs had gone home, and went to lunch. 
Mr. Jacobs tried to get ont, but found him- 
self a prisoner. He began to feel drowsy, 
and, realizing that he was being slowly 
frozen to death, attempted to increase cir-

When the clerk returned, an hour liter, 
and opened the cold-storage room Mr, 
Jacobs tottered out and fell in his arma in 
a dead faint. He has since been reuced 
in weight from 180 to 140 pounds, and will 
not be out for two months, The clerk was 
discharged.

| LAWHENOR TRWELL A RREATED FOR 
NUMEROUS ROBURRIES 


A Contributor to the English Keviews and 
an Ex-Oandidate Por the British Mouse 
of Commons Charged With Kobbiog 


Numerous Hoarding Houses 


Toronto, Aug. 25.—Lawrevce Iewell, 
Oxford graduate, contributor to The 
Westminster and other reviews, to 
The London Times and various 
English newspapers and tothe local press 
and ex-candidate fora seat in the British 
House of Commons, was arrested and lock- 
od up at Police Headquarters last night on 
a charge of being o common thief. Law- 
rence U, Irwellia of Hobrew descent and 
of most pronounced Jewish physiognomy. 
But henever liad agood word to say for 
those of his own race, His hair is as black 
as coal and his beard the same, and pointed. 
Ho is slightof build and at one time of 
dawdling manners and at another of rapid 
and sinuous movement. Ho always worea 


tweed suit, adorby hat and was fond of 
cigarots, 
As bofore atated he claimed to be a 


graduate of Oxford and know all about the 
men of that celebrated seat of learning. 
He was certainly well-read in tho literature 
of economica, and his articles in the 
English reviews—and he was a frequent 
contributor to The Weatminster Reviow— 
were scholarly and well-informed, Ho was 
an entertaining conversationalist, 

In politics ho was an ardent free trader, 
a Radical, and claimed tobe a defeated 
Gladstonian in tho election before last, 

Irwell was a frequonter of tho Reference 
Library, where he would indalge ia con- 
versation with Librarian Baia and took 
copious notes from various books, He was 
an occasional contributor to the local news- 
papers and usually signed hia articles 
“Vora Pro Gratus”—Truth without favor, 

Everyone who frequents the down-town 
resorta knows Irwell by sight if not by 
name, 

Ever since his arrival in Toronto ho has 
been regarded as an enigma, About four 
yeara since he arrived here, His mark- 
ed fentures excited the curiosity of 
those with whom he came in contact, and 
as he had no apparent means of earning a 
livelihood there was naturally much specu- 
lation as to who the man of myotery was 
and where his funds caine from to purchase 
the supplioa of ‘‘Esperanda” cigars (20 
cents straight), which he constantly smoked. 

Mr. Irwell hada decided affeotion for 
newspaper men. Young or old he wanted 
to talk to then. In the past twelve 
months he has hardly over been sven in the 
streets unless in the company of one or 
more of them. 

A curious thing about him was. his habit 
of disappearing. Nobody would see him 
fora fortnight or so, and suddenly some 
night he would loom up again, and when 
asked, **Where have you been lately, Mr. 
Tryell?’ he would roply, “Oh, just around 
town!” — Lately his absences’ have been 
more frequent than ever, (The police are 
inclined to think that these Absences may 
explain robberies in other sections of the 
country. 

Many were the theories about him; some 
snid ho was an agént for « large English 
syndicate that purposed buying up all the 
Canadian breweries;*others said he was an 
agent of the British Foreign Office, and 
pointed to the fact that he was known to be 
on the roll of suspicious characters kept by 
the Clan-na-Gael at Detroit, and was under 
the surveillance of that body. A few were 
unkind enough to say that he was mixod up 
in some scandal and was asked to leave 
England. Whother any or all of these 
coment are correct has never been veri- 
led. 

When he first struck Toronto his insinu- 
ating manners, and at times his habit of 
pushing bimself forward and joining in any 
conversation or discussion that was going 
on, soon mado hima large number of ac- 
quaintances. During the first yoar of his 
stay in Toronto he was a “high roller.” He 
stopped at the Walker House, where he 
thought nothing of opening numerous 
bottles of wine, many of which he still 
owes for, When he had ron his limit at 
the Walker he went to Keachie’s Hotel in 
King-street, He cut quite a pace while 
there, and Mr, Keachie atill has his name 
on his books. He also favored the Elliott 
House with his distinguished patronage, 
where he likowise forgot the formality of 
settling with the cashier, Since then Ir- 
well has been gradually disappearing from 
his former haunts, and been living ine 
more economic way. 

Some time ago he went to lodge at 754 
Shuter-streot, and was rooming there when 
arrested by Detective Harrison yesterday 
Afternoon, 

Since first taking up his lodgings in 
Sbuter-street Irwell has favored many 
other boarding houses with his patronage— 
at_many of thom failing ta settle. Itis now 
known that he systematically robbed his 
fellow-roomers at the various boarding 
houses and pawned the goods. 

One of the last places where Irwell 
lodged was with Mrs. Hardy of 423 Jarvis- 
streot. After his disappearance three woeks 
ago several articles wore missed, and tho 
police wore notified and the case was given 
to Detective Harrison. Tho officer traced 
the goods to a pawn shop, and 
learned that Irwell had  pawned 
them. When arrested 32 pawn tickets 
were found in his possession. 

After Irwell’s arrest Detective Harrison 
visited the pawn shops and scoured a fur 
cap and o gold medal; the latter was 
per ned for $13. Both these articles have 

een identified. The medal is the property 
of Mr. C. F, Hamilton, reporter on The 
Globe, and was presented to him at Queen's 
University. Mr, Hamilton was lodging at 
754 Shuter-street at the same time as 
Irwell. 

Tho pawn tickets wore 
name of Irwin, Irving and Irvin, and 
represented a miscellaneous lot of boots, 
oancs, umbrellas, shoes and elothes, all of 
which are supposed to be the result of rob- 
berics The prisoner had in his possossion 
a bunch of latoh-keys belonging to the vari- 
ous places where he has boarded

A Meeting of Polttiotiive at Wearminater

SIAM PAYS FRANCE. 





Settioment of Terms by Reprosentutivos 
of the Two Countries, 


Lowpon, Aug. 25,—A special despatch 
to The Times from Bangkok says that the 
first meeting betwoen M, Le Myre de 
Vilers, the French Special Envoy, and 
Prince Krom Luang Devanwougee Varo- 
prakar, Siameso Foreign Ministor, took 
place yesterday to arrange the terms of 
the settlement betweee Siam and France. 

In accordance with the terms of the 
French ultimatum and its acceptance by 
Siam, the Government of the latter country 
has deposited 2,500,000 francs worth of 
silver dollars to the order of France, and 
the French warship Alouette will carry 
500,000 franca worth of silver dollars from 
Bangkok for deposit in the Bank of Indo- 
China at Saigon, to complete the 3,000,000 
franca demanded by France to be deposited 
to pay the Freuch indemnities. 


CAPITAL ANDO LABOR. 


Atriking Bugliish Miuers Inctined to Com- 
promise With the Owners, 


Lonpon, Aug. 25.—There was an indica- 
tion yesterday that the great strike of coal 
miners that has now been on for nearly a 
month way be brought to anend. To-day 
at a conference of delegates of the miners 
held in this city a resolution was adopted 
declaring thet if the mine owners would 
withdraw the notice of reduction the strik- 
ing minera would pledge themselves to re- 
turn to work forthwith, Tho resolution 
further declared that the miners would ask 
for no advance in their wages until the 
selling prices of coal reach the level of those 
prevailing in 1890, . 


THE LORDS AND HOME RULE.

SAMUEL LEVI IN THE CELLS. 


Ono of the Gold Dustore Arrested 
Hamilton, 





Hasuuton, Aug. 25.—Shortly before noon 
yesterday Detective Reid arrested Sam Levi, 
ous of the two men who worked the brass- 
brick swindle onthe Toronto, Hebrews a 
day or two ago. Levi protested that he 
knew nothing of the swindle, and declared 
that ho was only the agent of the *'Siberian 
exile,” who paid him 4 small sum of money 
for helping to work the deal, He enys that 
the exile has gone to the States, 

Levi was seen by a reporter inthe cells 


after, his arrest. Ho says that after 
Rosenthal bought the geld from the 
Siberian he was very anxious to get 


him out of the country. He took Levi 
aside and gave him $150 and 4 gold Watch 
end chain, telling him to get the Siberian 
into the United States and start him for 
Moxico. After Rosenthal had gone Levi 
goto horse and rig and drovo the Siberian 
over to Baffalo or some point on the Niagara 
River. Roseothal told him if he could 
to “‘skin” the “greenhorn” ont of the note 
for $900, which he gave him io, part pay- 
ment of the gold, He promised Lev: $450 
more if he did so. Rosenthal scomed 
afraid of the Siberian giving him away. 
Levi saya that the Siberian when he camo 
here two weeks ago said he had come from 
Halifax, and he had a quantity of German 
tod Russian money on him and only a few 
couts in American money. Levi asserts 
that he had nothing to do with the gold 
deal personally. 

Last evening Levi, who is evidently a 
very clever customer, calied at the honse 
of Anton Koch, a saloon-keeper in King- 
atreot east. Ho had heard that a reward 
of $500 had been offered for his arrest, aud 
suggested to Kooh that he inform the police 
of his whereabouts and get the reward. 
Mr. Koch indignantly refused the propost 
tion and told Levi be could not stay there. 
Lovi went down to his house, 107 Macnab- 
street north, where he was arrested to- 
day.

Chicago's hieturic conflagration, began in 





that part of the city kuown as Suuth Chi- 
cago about 5 o'clock yesterd 4y afternoon, 

Krom a three story brick building at the 
corner of Dlst-atreot and Superior-avenue 
flames which rapidly grow in volume under 
a gale of wind from the west ate their way 
over block after block of small framo resi- 
denocos until they reached the lake. 

Within two hours the fire hud consumed 
at least thirty buildings and five blocks of 
tho greatest ivdustrial suburb of Chicago. 

Tho fifty thousand residents of the town 
were precipitated into a panic. Aa the 
pine structures in which lived the working- 
mon employed in the large steel mills of the 
Illinois Steel Company, and in which the 
sinaller merchants of the place made their 
homos, were levelled by the rouring flames, 
those whose homes had not yt fallen fled 
with their gooda and household utensils to 
the other portions of the city, 

Streets were blockaded with wagons con- 
taining the offects of the frightened and’ 
exes residents, and meu and women ar- 
palled by the calamity fled in every direc. 
tion. 

House ufter house rapidly fell before the 
sweep of fire, which hurled blaziog brands 
farin advance. From Superior-avenue the 
flames crossed to Ontario, Buffalo, Mac- 
kinaw and Green Bay-aveaues. 

The central fire alarin office sent to the 
firo every engine that could be spared in 
the south side of the city. The Yosemite, 
the Grant fire boat, lying at the foot of 
La Salle-street, was hurried from its dook 
aud was soon plowing its way through the 
waters of the lake in its 13 mile race to the 
far southern section whore the fire was rag- 
ing. 
Before it had reached the harbor at 
South Chicago the terrific force of the fire 
had eaten away the five blocks between 
Superior-avenue and the lake, and the 
Yosemite turned its attention to the im- 
mense lumber yards on the river front. 
Before the scores ot ongineshad made the 
Joust appreviable effect upon the progress of 
flames the immense docks of the Sunday 
Creek Coal Company were jn flames. Over 
100,000 tons of coal are stored in the im- 
inenge bins. When the fire began in the 
coal yards every engine that could 
be spared and the powerful steamer Yose- 
mite, as soon as it reauhed the harbor, was 
brought to fight the conflagration. 

At the same moment the A. R. Beck 
lumberyard, with dock frontages almost as 
great as those of the Sunday Creek Com- 
pany, were found to be burning, and here 
the first grent battle of the firemen with the 
flames was begun. The fire department had 
only by this time succeeded in getting to- 
gether a sufficient number of engines to give 
itany chance at all against the roaring 
Mass of flames. . 

There were but seven engines on 
the grouud at the time avd the fire- 
boat arrived just in time to lend its 

owerful aid at the critical moment. 
Reveral small buildings had been torn down 
by the firemen and the citizens 
and this gave them a __ breathing 
spell which ultimately proved devisive for 
the firemen, though at first not able to do 
more than hold the flames in check, badly 
boat them down when the additional 
engines arrived. 

By 8 o'clock the coal yards of the Sunday 
Creek Company and Beck’s lumber yards 
were theonly pluces where the fire was 
still uppermost and ina shrrt time itit was 
practically under control und all danger of 
its spreading further was over. 

There appears to be uo doubt that the 
conflagration originated in the home of 
Master Mechanic William Gilles, an em 
ploye of the rolling mills, 

Miss Gilles, his daughter, was engaged 
about 4.30 o'clock 1 preparing her evening 
toilet. In this she was using using a lamp 
for the purpose of heating her curling irou, 
and while arranging her bangs the lamp 
was overturned and an explosing followed, 
which in the end wrecked the homes of 
several thousand people, 

Most of the buildings destroyed were 
light frame affairs and were occupied 
almosst exclusively by workmen of tho Ll> 
inois Street Company. In none of these 
instances was the damage large, but con- 
scrvative estimates put the aggregate loss 
in the residence district at $400,000, 

The Sunday Creek Coal Company has lost 
fully $250,000 and the Beck Lumber Com: 
pany $200,000. The latter concern recenly 
made an assigament and had just resumed 
business after making an arrangemeut with 
its creditars. Its large stock of lumber is 
completely destroyed and its business once 
more at a standstill, 

Two hundred and fifty houses were de- 
atryved. 

Despite the rapidity with which tho 
flames spread and the crash and panic 
which at one time choked ue the atreets, no 
lives as faras known were lost,

Homer extolled it in his 
verse. The Arabs are punctilious upon 
this subject, and among some of their 
tribes itis not until the ninth day of 
tarrying that the occupant has a right 
to ask his guest:—'* Who, and whence art 
thou?’ If this virtue is 80 honored even 
among barbarians, how ought it to be 
honored among those of us Who believe 
in the Bible, which commands us to use 
hospitality one toward another without 
grudging? 

Of course, I do not mean under this 
cover to give any idea that I approve of 
that vagrant class whogo around from 
place to place ranging their whole life- 
time, perhaps under the auspices of some 
benevolent or pbilanthropic society, 
quartering themselves on Christian fami- 
lies, With a great pile of trunks in the 
hall and carpet-bag portentous of tarry- 
ing.

Appin, this woman in my text was 
great in her kindness toward God's mes- 
senger. Elisha may have been a stranger 
in that household, but as she found out 
he had come on a divine mission, he was 
cordially welcoiwed. We havea great 
many books in vur day about the hard- 
thips of iwinisters and the trials of 
Christian mjnistera. Lwish soniebady 
woul write A book aAbOUL the Joys of 
the Christian minister, nbout the aym- 
pathies all around him, about the kind- 
neases, about the geval considerations 
of him. Does sorrow come to our home 
andis there a shadow on the cradle, 
there are hundreds of hands to help, and 
many who weary not through long 
night watching.,and hundreds of prayers 
going up that God would restore the 
siok, Ik there a burning, britaming cup 
of calamity placed on the pastor's table, 
are thore not many to help him drink of 
that cup and who will not be comfort 
ed because lhe is atricken ? Oh, for 
somebody to write a book about the 
rowards of the Christian ministry— 
about his surroundings of Christian sym- 
pathy. 

This woinan of the text was only a 
type of thousands of men and women 
who come down from the mansion and 
from the cot to do kindness to the Lord’s 
servants, Isuppose the men of Shunem 
had to pay the bills,but it was the large-

Where is 
the garden of earthly comfort, but trou- 
ble hath hitched up its fiery and panting 
team and gone through it with burning 
ploughshare of disaster? Under the 
relting of ages of suffering the great 
Beate of the world has burst with woe. 

Navigators tell us abolit the rivers, 
and the Amazon aud the Danube and the 
Mississippi have been explored, but who 
can tell the depth or length of the great 
river of sorrow made up of tears and 
blood rolling through all lands and all 
ages, and bearing the wreck of families 
and of communities and of empires— 
foaming, writhing, boiling with the 
agonies of six thousand years! Adina 
and Cotopaxi and Vesuvius have been 
described, but whd has ever éketched 
the volcanoof suffering retching up from 
its depths the lava aud the scoria and 
pouring them down the sides to whelm 
the nations! Oh, if I could gather all 
the heartstrings, the broken heartstrings 
into a harp I would play on it a dirge 
such ag was never sounded. 

Mythologists tell us of Gorgon and 
Centaur and Titan, and geologists tell 
us of extinct species of monsters; but 
greater than Gorgon or Megatherium, 
and not belonging to the realm of fable, 
and not of an extinct species is a mon- 
ster with iron jaw and iron hoofs walk- 
ing across the nations, and history and 
poetry and sculpture, in their attempt 
to sketch it and describe it, have seemed 
to sweat great drops of blood. 

But, thank God, there are those who 
can conquer as this woman of the text 
conquered, and say, “It is well! though 
my property be gone, though my chilll- 
ren be goue, though my home be broken 
up, though my health be sacrificed, it is 
well—it is weil!”

Bible, God does not want us |. prefer 
mud hovel to English cottaye, or untan- 
ned sheepskin to French broadk uh, or 
husks to pineapple, or the clumsiness of 
a boor to the manners of a centlemuan, 
God, who strung the beach with tinted 
shell, and the of the field 
with the dews the night, ond 
hath exquisitely tinged morning 
cloud and robin red breast, wants 
us to keep otlr éye open to all beautifal 
siglits, and our ear open to all beautiful 
cadences, aud our heart open to all 
clovating sentiments.

Therefore, in their present attitude of 
opposition to the Conservative policy, Sir 
Oliver expects to play a trump card with 
the Patrons’ help. 

The fiat has gone forth from Sir Oliver's 
party leadera thatit is intended to adopt 
portions of the Patrons of Industry plat 
form, and further orders have been issued 
Which request that candidatcs, as much as 
possible, shall join the Patrons’ organiza- 
tion, 

Sir Oliver's present trip thaqugh 
western Ontario is, without doubt, 
interest of his candidates there ‘iv the 
coming campaign, The Premier and the 
Hon, John Dryden, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, started last Saturday on the trip. 
They took the boat from Owen Sound to 
Port Artur; thence by train to Rat Portage, 
whence they went by water to Fort 
Francis, Here the firat stop was made and 
the Ministers addressed a public meeting. 
Ou the returo journey meetings will be hold

Beruiy, Aug. 28.—The succeasivn of the 
Duke of Edinburgh to the rulership of the 
duchies of Saxe-Cobarg and Gotha domin- 
ates public interestin Germany, and widely 
divergent rumors io regard to the matter 
aro everywhere circulated, 

Putting all these esile there is no doubt 
that tho sucvession of an English duke has 
surprised and dissatisfied the nation, though 
the fact in quietly accepted by the duchies 
concerned, 

It is probable that Emperor William 
would have preferred that Prince Alfred, 
the only son ot the Duke of Edinburgl:, 
should have astioceeeded Duke Ernst. 
Indeed, it ia believed that His Ma- 
jesty hastened to the ducal castle 
of Reinhardt with the hope that he might 
induce his uncle, the Dake of Edinburgh, 
to waive his claim to the succession in favor 
of Prince Alfred, 

His Majesty is reported to have told the 
Duke that under any circumstances a re- 
gence would bo impossible and that he must 
take the throne himself or abandon all con- 
nection with the duchies. Finding the 
Dake resolute in his determination to tore- 
go nono of his rights and also finding that 
the Duke’s mother, Queen Victoria, was 
supporting himin his attitude, the Em- 
peror put on the best face possible and ao- 
quicaced to the Duke's succeeding. 

He attended the ceremony of ad- 
ministering the oath of allegiance to 
the German constitution, being nn- 
willing to again excite friction with the 
family of his mother, the Empress Frederick. 

The Empress Frederick, it will bereoalled, 
is the elder sister of the Duke of Kdin- 
burgh, All such danger is now allayed. 

The extremist preas, Radical and Con- 
sorvative alike, are indulging,in Anglo pho- 
biac criticisms. They Harp upon: the in- 
expediency of admitting a relative of a 
foreign house in the secrets of tbe federa- 
tion. Despite the absence of popular op- 
position, however, it is impossible to deny 
that there is an uneasy feeling that 
everything may not as off quiet) 
and smoothly. The Aivages that will 
be made in the Ministry are likely to be 
the first bother of his, 

Nothing is yet publicly known as to the 
disposition of the late Duke's property. It 
has always been supposed that he was im- 
menacly wealthy. Certainly his estates 
were oxtensiye enough, Apart from the 
ep, osatles and shooting lodges owned 

y him in Germany ho was the proprietor of 
one of the finest/shooting domainsin Europe, 
situated in the:Austrian Tyrol. All these 
properties are entailed and pass to his suc- 
cessor, 

Something more than coldness existed 
between the late Duke and Emperor Wil- 
liam, The former regarded the diaminsal 
of Prince Bismarck from the Chancellorship 
as a woeful mistake, if not a crime. He 
never visited the Emperor or Berlin after 
Prince Bismarck went out of office.

We realize that in your ap- 
pointment, occupying as you do the posi- 
tion of head of the administration of the 
Dominien, and with your eminent sbilities 
as 4 jurist the interests of Canada, so far os 
involved, would. receive fall aud careful 
consideration. Although we have no desire 
to express any opinion\as tothe ultimate

Tho acoident, it is said, was due to the 
negligence of the tower man at Laurel Hill, 
who let the Rockaway train inun the section 
before the Manhattan Beach train had 
pulled out. 

The Magbattan Beach train was blocked 
at Bushwick Junction at about 11,30 o'clock, 
when the Rockaway Beach train, coming at 
a high rateof speed, ran into the tail end 
of the Manhattan Beach train, plowing 
clean through the Inst two cars Kvery- 
body in those cars was cither killed or 
injured. Tho third car was thrown com 
pletely off the track. One man saya that 
ho saw eight bodies takon from the wrock, 
and that onb corpse lay on top of the en 
gine on the Rockaway train, 

Ic was « foar-end collision, and ooourred 
just the other side of Penny Bridge. How 
it happened that the Manhattan Beach 
traih was held there has not been ascer- 
tained. 

The locomotive of the Rockaway train, 
whioh was *poing at full speed when her 
engineer firat sighted the standing train, 
split the last two cars of tho standing train 
right through and hurled them right and 
left in a wreck. Thre were nearly 150 
persons in phe last Lwo cars, it is stated, 

Otto Dengeles wasn passenger on the 
Rockaway train, with his wife aud Bally 
of 14. ‘The train was running at a high 
rate of speed all the way in, He says that 
they were just in sight of the Long Island 
City Chemical Works when there was a 
frightful crash, and the passengers wore 
thrown head over hocla out of their sents, 
The men made for the doors. Tho women 
were crushed behind them, Dengeles said 
that the people in these cars owe thoir lives 
to two uniformed policemen. Tho police- 
men jumped into the doorways and one 
cried: Heep still; keep still, boys, if you 
are going to get it you'll get it anyway.” 
The officers had a great fight to keep the 
mob quiet, 

The train ran about two blocks after tho 
collision. Dengeles says the last two cars 
of the Manhattan train were smashed into 
kindling wood and that bodies were lying 
around everywhere. Some of the passen- 
gers of the Rockaway train helped to carry 
tho wounded into the chemical works, Den- 
gelos saw 12 persons taken there, some dead 
and somé hurt. 

He suw the headless body of «a young 
woman, The killed and injured, he saya, 
were all on the Manhattan train. He does 
not think any of the Rockaway passengers 
were seriously injured, but all were shaken 
up and bruised. 

The Dead List Swolls, 

Twenty persons ab least were killed in 
the rear-end collision at Bushwick Junc- 
tion, and itis thought that this number 
will be increased, us many of thw injured 
are reported to be ina oritical condition.

There in No cause For Alarm,

Lonpon, Aug. 29.—The good people of 
the city of Hullare ina state of alarm just 
now over the report thata case of chulera 
is in their midst. The report has 
spread throughout the country that 
the dreaded disease has found ao 
footing in England, and the sathori- 
ties in London have been overwhelmed 
with inquiries from health boards and _pri- 
vate persous in the various cities of the 
country as tothe truth of the rumor. The 
scare has been so general that the govern- 
ment board found it necessary to issue a 
formal statement to reassure the people of

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Canada’s Advantage Stated by the Premier. 


In an interview on the steamship Parisian 
with an Empire reporter, Sir John Thomp- 
son was asked, 

**Do you belleve that Canada has reaped 
advantage from the decislor of the arbl- 
tratora?”’ 

** Yes, ldo,” sald the Premier. **She 
has reaped advantage and great advantage, 
for the following reasons, which I will state 
brlefly: By the contentions of the United 
States that country would have secured ab- 
solute dominion over the Behring Sea for 
all purposes. It wonld have established an 
ownership of the United States In every seal 
which resorts to Behring Sea on the ground 
that, being bordering on the property of the 
United States, the Government of that 
country had right of property in the seal, 
and the right to protect that property wher- 
ever the seal went. This meant an absolute 
monopoly of the pursult of the seal, both on 
land and sea, and {t carried with !t the right 
to selze every vessel, British or otherwise, 
engaged in that pursult, os well as more ex- 
tensive rights as far as Behring Sea itself ts 
concerned. The gravity of this condition, 
and of the altuation which resulted from 1b, 
can be estimated from the fact that 19 of 
our vessels have been selzed; that some of 
these have been confiscated, with thelr car- 
goes, and condemned by the Sitka courts, 
and then numbers of our people have suf- 
fered from imprisonment.” 

“Generally, what !s your opinion as to 
the effect of the result of the arbitration 1” 
asked the correspondent. 

‘There could have been but one solatlon 
of this difficult situation if arbitration was 
not resorted to, and that wes war, and J 
need not even suggest to the Canadian peo- 
ple the horrors which would result from 
such an unhappy mode of settlement. For 
the Jast seven years the Oanadian Govern 
ment has been persistently pressing to have 
this sebtled, in order co get redress for our 
people,who have suffered wrong by the selz- 
ures, and in order to have these questions of 
right, which are of such Importance, as 
regards the Pacific ocean finally settled. 
Daring the same period thé Government of 
the United States has been pressing its de- 
mand for regulations. The middle course 
the Canadian Government steadily pressed 
upon Lord Salisbury, so that the question 
of righb should be determined by some Im- 
partial tribunal; that the neoossity for 
regulations should be examined carefully 
by experts and that If necessary that sab- 
ject should likewise be dealt with by the 
tribunal. 1 think that the results will 
show the polloy of the Canadian Govern- 
ment was a pradent one, and I am sure fb 
must be a cause of gratification to our poo- 
ple to know that such difficult and ombar- 
rassing questions are removed from the 
gradually diminishing list of things which 
are o cause of Itrritatlon bebween the 
United States and ourselves.

The English Hay Market. 

All information which our farmers can 
obtain as to the English situation In re- 
gard to hay Is of interest and importance. 
We have already alluded to this matter 
and this week's exchanges bring us the 
hopes and expectations as to the second 
crop of hay. In Eogland this fs much 
more important than lo Canadas, The 
early spring with grass starting a 
month or six weeks before ours makes 
the firstcrop of bay an earlier oot than 
ours, Then the molet growing climate 
there starts the aftermath much more 
quickly and forces it on with much great- 
er Juxuriance than we can obtain here, 
The result fs that often times the second 
out {se as abundant as the firat. Tho 
prospech as now reported Is that this year 
the second crop will be very heavy and so 
to some extent make up for bhe great 
shortage in bhe firsh crop. The English 
stock keepers are therefore encourag 
and begin to think that after all they will 
nob be forced to buy so very much hay. 
This will make sales of Imported hay slow- 
er and more difficult, and the high prices 
lately prevailing will surely not be seen 
agatn this seasov, 1 fs well that our farm- 
ers should learn this and appreciate the 
situation no that they may not hold off too 
long and lose any opportunity of worklog 
off thelr surplus ab falr prices,—-Montreal 
Herald.

A decided change will be 
insugurated in the Dry Guoda trade in this seo 
‘ion, namely, the One Price to All for Cash and 
Oash Only, and at much closer prices than can 
be done otherwise, believing, aftur the experience 
of many years, that this is the only fair mode of 
dealing. Tho custom hitherto has been to quote 
the cash price, and at the same time acoommo 
date all who wanted credit, whereby a great 
injustice was being and is still done to those who 
pay cash for their supplies The losses under 
the oredit or half.credit system are not confined 
to uncollectable scoounts alone, but is largely 
due to the locking up of capitel ia accounts and 
interest. When goods aro sold they have to be 
replaced, and cash is required for that purpose, 
otherwise the replacement has to be on oredit 
and on leas favorabls terms than if replaced for 
cash. A larger amount of capital is employed 
at groater expense, which, of neooasnity, reqaires 
a larger advance in the selling price of the 
goods, which the cash customer ought not to be 
oalled on to pay.

with water, He also asked whether the 
Admiralty otlicials were aware that the 
lower atractare of these ships when pierced 
might, asin the case of the Victoria, dis- 
turb the centre of gravity and causd them 
to “*huen turtle,” 

Right Hoo. Sir U, J, Kay Shuttleworth, 
Secretary, yo the Admiralty, roplied that 
the Admitalty had not failed to consider 
the criticisms referred to, but was decided- 
ly of the opinion that it would be advisable 
to build more shipaof the dimensions al- 
ready decided upon in view of the strength 
of those they might encounter in case of 
war, The Admiralty saw no reason for a 
special inquiry fvto tho subject, as tho 
question of the lower structurd had ne- 
evssarily been dealt with in designing the 
ships. 

Sir E. J. Reed, member for Cardiff, who 
was for a number of years chief constcuotor 
of the navy, declared that the disaster to 
the Victoria was just what had been antici- 
pated in regard to this class of vessels for 
yearspast, Aship witha largearmored centro 
citadel and unarmored ends was bound to 
capsize if badly injured in the ends. How 
many more ships, he asked, would have to 
capsize before the Admiralty gave up the 
construction of such vessels? Owing to the 
requirements of these vessels, the apace 
taken up by the menu's quarters, and so 
forth, it was, impossible to provide them 
with reliable watertight compartments, 

Right Hon. George J. Goschen, formerly 
First Lord of the Admiralty, said he re- 
gretted the tendency shown by the Secre- 
tary to the Admiralty to make light of the 
loss of the Victorian, In view of the opin- 
ion of experts, that a like fate might over- 
take other vessels, a tull and immediate in- 
quiry into the construction of this class of 
warships wos desirable, 

Adjiiral Field said that the standard for 
the navy should be based upon the work 
that the navy had todo, This was not 
taken into consideration by the framers of 
the naval estimates, Ton more frat-class 
ships were required, especially effective 
rams. A large sum of money had been 
spent upon vessels that looked like rams, 
hut thatdid not deserve the name, aud 
that could do no more execution than & man 
Ulting against a stone wall with a thimble 
on bis nose. 

In the course of a general reply the 
Secretary tothe Adwmirality said that a 
fnerther inguiry in regard to the loss of the 
Victoria would be instituted if the Adumir- 
alty should consider it advisable. The 
Honse then adjourned.

When the navy estimates came up for 
consideration, the Right Hon. George 
Hamilton (Con,), member for Ealing 
Division of Middlesex and lately Firat 
Lord of the Admiralty, uttacked the Gov- 
erument for neglecting to maintain the 
efliciency of the navy. He declared that 


unless a determined effort was made to con- 
struct new warships Evgland’s supremacy 
on the sea woulll vanish withio three years. 
Already the French and Russian battle 
ships together reached a total of 25, 
against 22 effective British vessels of that 
class, France and Russia have 10 battle 
ships in course of construction, while Great 
Britain has ouly three. Io first-class cruis- 
ers only was Great Britain slightly superior 
to France and Russia Heo suggested that 
supplementary estimatos be allowed for tho 
purpose of pushing on the work of building 
now warships. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, replying to Lord George 
Hamilton, held that the superiority of the 
British navy over the navies of other coun- 
tries Was vever so great as now. He denied 
the accuracy ot the figures presentest by 
Lord George Hamilton. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer concluded by declaring that 
the Government was tully alive to all its 
obligations and would maintain the naval 
superiority of Great Britain,

Troups Make Short Werk Of a Disorderly 
Mob In San sebastian, 


Mapvkip, Aug. 30.—A riot ocourred last 

evening at Sau Sebastian, the well-known 
“penish watering place in the Province of- 
ruipuzcoa, A conceit was being given in 
tho principal’ promenade of the city, and 
the audience, most of whom were the native 
Basques, demanded that the band play the 
Basque hymo. The leader of the musicians 
refused. The mob hooted the players and 
then assaulted them. ‘Lhe police and some 
of the audience defended the musicians and 
o furious riot resulted. 

The rioters were driven from the vicinity 
of the band stand, but they proceeded in a 
body to the hotel where Senor Sagasta, the 
Primo Minister, is staying, and stoned the 
building. The police were unable to man- 
age the mob and troops were sinimoned to 
aid them. When the soldiers Appeared 
they were stoned by the mob and many of 
them were eut and bruised by the missiles. 

_ Avorder was then given for the troops to 
fire with ball cartridges into the crowd 
of rioters. The order was  promptl 
obeyed, and two of the rioters fell dead, 
while several of them wore seriously 
wounded. The prompt action of the 
troops had the desired effect, and the mob 
quickly dispersed. Throughout the night, 
however, a close watch was kept to guard 
against « recurrence of the trouble. 

The old city of Saragossa, capital of the 
province of that name, was also the scene 
yesterday of a serious riot growing out of 
the dissatisfaction of the spectators at a 
bull fight with the character of the per- 
formance. A bull that had been driven 
into the ring refused to display spirit 
enough to make the fight interesting. The 
sprctaturs demanded thatanother bull be fur 
nished, but the manager of the ring refused 
to replace the apiritiess animal. The crowd in 
attendance then rose in a body, siwashed 
the soats, tore the doors from their binges 
and eet fire to thé Anaterial which they had 
piled in the bull ring. The fire was ex- 
tinguished by the bull ring attendants, and 
the mob then began to riot cutside the 
building. The police attempted to dis- 
perse them and were greeted with a volley 
of stones. Not until reinforcements ar- 
rived were the rioters dispersed Much 
difficulty was met with in driving the 
mb off, and many of the rioters were 
wounded by the police, who had to use 
their swords to restore order.

LIVE STOOK. 


During the week ending August 26th 
there were 2,234 cattle exported from 
Montreal. The steamship Texas, Domin- 
fon Line, left yesterday for Liverpool with 
general cargo and cattle, Among the 
latter were upwards of a hundred head 
from Oalgary. These are the first cattle 
from the northwest to be shipped this sea- 
sop, Space for 7,000 head from Manitoba 
and the Northwest has been taken on the 
boats of the different lines leaving this 
port. 

There were about 600 head of butchers’ 
cattle, 100 calyes aod 400 sheep and lambs 
offered at the Essb Eaod Abattoir to-day. 
There were not many butchers at the mar 
ket, and those who came were nob anxious 
to buy much meat in such muggy, hot 
weather, for ib Is difficult to keep it In 
good condition, Trade was slow and 
prices decliaed to about the same rates as 
they were ten days ago. A fow of the best 
cattle sold at about 4to per lb, but they 
were of better quality than tbe cattle 
which brought that rate on Thursday. 
Pretty good steers sold at about 340, com- 
mon dry cows and thrifty young stock at 
from 8jo to 4fo, and the leaner beasts at 
about 2fo per lb. Calves were In fair do- 
mend and prices ranged from $2 to $10 
each, Mutton critters were rather dull of 
sale, sheep selling ab from 20 to a little 
over 3c per lb, and lambs at from $2 to 
85,75 each; three picked lambs were sold 
at 84 cach, Fab hogs are lower in price, 
or from 6}5 to 64c per |b.

Rocuestex, Aug. 31.—Later reports of 
the storm on Lake Ontario place the damage 
to life and property greater than at first 
supposed. The steambarge Alcona of 
Duluth, Minn., loaded with wheat and 
bound for Kingston, Ont., arrived at Char- 
lotte this afternoon.

BRIEF AND BLOODLESS RIOT. 


Chicago Police Promptly Disporae a Riot- 
ous Gathering of Unemployed, 


Cricago, Aug. 31.—During the morning 
crowds of unemployed and idle spectators 
crowded around the Columbus monument, 
and as the minutes passed the crowds grew 
larger and more turbulent. Indications of 
rioting began to manifest themselves, and 
in addition to the number of officers in 
plain clothes circulating among the crowd, 
Chief of Police Brennan summoned first 500 
uniformed men and later 1000. 

Five hundred Italians and others went 
up State-atreet to Louis Spiggarie’s store, 
in the basement of which were stored 50 
rifles and a number of flags used by Italians. 
The mob invaded the premises and de- 
manded possession of tho guns and flags 
Spizzario refused to surrender either the 
gune or flags and pushed the invaders out 
of his store and lovked the doors. Spiz- 
zari, however, gave the leaders two dollars, 
with which they bought Italian and Ameti- 
oan flagsand returned to the Columbus 
Monument. 

Iuspectors Shea and Laughlin then order- 
ed a charge upon the crowd. Tho police 
were in force by this time but a short dis- 
tance south of the body ot the mob, and 
before the rioters saw the advance the 
charge came, The contest was of short 
duration, and as the heart of the mob 
around the monuments and friends scat- 
tered before the swinging clubs, the leadors 
turned and fled, In an almost incredibly 
short time the mob dwindled away as the 
rioters escaped in the alleys and streets, 
The police Srraght out their gatling guns, 
but thoy were not needed.
